TCmatkable known to hisloiy. They are so, not merely judged 
by the inflaence they have exeited, bat also as a revelation of 
theic author's personality. Of all forms of writing — literature is 
a term too formal in iu as&Dciations to use in this connection — 
the iettei is the most uniludied, personal, and self-revealing. 
And it is aElriking&ct, indicative of the spontaneous and vital 
nature of primitive Christianity, that nearly one-third of the New 
Tdtament is composed of letters of one kind or another. Nay, 
more, they form the earliest part of it, representing the original 
shape taken by the Gospel as written word. 

A letter proper, as distinct from an epistle (a sort of ' open 
letter' looking towards publication), maybe called ' one side of 
a conversation on paper. ' The more it conforms to this idea, in 
the freedom and aiaiuim with which the writer's mood and the 
spirit of the situation are reflected, the truer a letter it is. Paul's 
intense, ardent, sympathetic, sabtle nature made him a prince 
of letter- writers. And so, whilst we can detect in his letters the 
essential forms of current letter- writing, as seen in the papyri year 
by year coming to our know ledge — address and greeting, thanks- 
giving or prayer for the correspondent's well-being, body of Ihcl 
letter, salulitionsand invocation of Heaven'sfavour^all is quidi 
ened and shaped anew by a potent personality, possessed hf q 
fresh and unique inspiration. Hence wh 
glimpses of the new Life, as it p\iUa.\ES 
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readers, ander most varied conditions snd at yirious stages of 
growth. It is true that a good desi of the phraseology employed 
Is strange 10 modem minds, as some of it was to Paul's first 
readers. Even an Apostle's mental equipment was 'in pait' 
and conditioned b^ his special training. But once we leam lo 
read these letters as letters, we are able to feel the life behind 
as the real moving force and message of each : and we should 
strive to place ourselves beside the writer, tosee and feel throngh 
his eyes and heart. 

But to this end we must be a.bie first of all to see our author's 
readers, whether these were Jewish or Pagan in anlecedents, as 
they stood before his soul's vision as he wrote. Here lies the 
real diBiculty, which it is the special task of the c( 
l^hten, whether by ' introducing ' the modem reader I 
friends and their special situation at any moment (a : 
sometimes set before Paul tiy a letter or oral message from this 
or that Church), or by notes bringing out the details of that 
situation, as they are alluded to or implied in the letter. For 
letters are essentially allusive ; ' and the points of [he best letters 
are often least clear to the outside reader. Our aim, then, must 
be to become in spirit one of Paul's companions as he writes, or a 
member of the circle addressed. Then we shall he conscious of 
(he wonderful feeling which snRuses these letters, and makes 
them truly ' human documents,' even when most divine in their 
outlook and inspiration. Of course, the free, personal element 
varies somewhat as between the letters, those addressed to 
Churches which he had not viaited naturally showing least of it.

But need we identify the two visits at all P Ramsay says No, 
and makes Gal, ii. t-to present an otherwise unrecorded side of 
the visit of Barnabas and Saul with (he An(iochEne relief fund 
of Ads iL 30, ML 35. This removes most difficulties ; but not 
a//- Why, for instance, shonld Paul not allude to Ihe cbarit- 
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able object of that visit, which woald be well known, and ' 
which would have fitted in well enough with his purpose — 
showing that he was beforehand even with the practice sug- 
gested in verse lo? Accordingly the present writer adheres to 
a theory broached by him some three yeats ago,' that the visit 
of Gal. ii. i-io is not recorded at all in Acts (being strictly 
private), but fell a year or two before the Famine Visit of about 
A.D. 44-46. The 'revelation ' occasioning it was perhaps related 
lo the great revelations referred to in 2 Cor. xii. 2-5 [cp. Ephes. 
iii. 4 If.), which happened about A.D. 43-43 (i.f., thirteen years 
before A.D. 55). If this view be accepted, it has the effect 
of making Galatians probably the earliest of Paul's letters, as 
will appear in the next section. 

When and wbeie vras Galatians nritteo? On tho I 
• North- Galatian' theory, it was osnal to regard our epistle U | 
written either during Paul's three years at Ephesus or shortljr 
after his departure from it, >'.«., not long before I Coiinthians or 
just ftflei 3 Coiinthians (so I%htfoot). Putting these aside, (he 
other theory leaves us several alternatives within the limits set 
by the end of* the First Missionary Journey, say A.D. 48-49, 
and Paul's third journey through South Galatia in A. B. 52-53, on 
his way to Ephesus (Acts xviii. 23). These limits allow for the 
supposed refeiences in the cpislle to a second Galatian visit (and 
no more), that of Ads xvi. 1-5. That a later limit is improbable 
is shown by Paul's omission to trace his movements in relation to

assumeJ that the Jerusalem Conference of Acts it, was already 
past when Galatians was written. How Ramsay can admit 
this, as he does in dating the epistle from Antioch early in 
A.D. S3, is hard to see. For Paul would be sure lo refer to the 
great Conference and its issues in one way or another, some- 
where in the epistle, if not in chap. ii. l-lo. For those, then, 
who agree with Ramsay that there is no reference to Acts xv. in 
the epistle, the only date open is one before ' the Conference of 
A.D. 49-50. Accordingly we may dale the epistle early in a.d. 
49 or 50, and regard it as the 6rst of Paul's extant letters. In 
this result not a few scholars concur, while placing it after the 
Conference and quite near to 1 Thessalonians in date. The 
most probable place of writing is Antioch or its neighbourhood. 

Its Characteristics. These are quite in iteeping with a very 
early date- Witness its e:itrBordinary impetuosity and tension 
of feeling. This might of course have broken forth under ntcep- 
tionil stimulus even after the Tbessalonian letters, which are 
fiill of feeling of another sort ; bat it does seem to suit the 
writer's first experience of Jcdaistic interference with his con- 
verts (as on our theory) belter than any later occasion. Some, 
indeed, may think the maturity of the polemic against the Juda- 
ising position incompatible with so early a dete. But let such 
remember that the subtlest part of his argument, his rebuke of 
Peter, clearly goes back at least to the time we have in view. 
Surely, too, the tender outburst in iv. 19, ' My little children, of 
whom I am again in travail until Christ be formed in you,' implies 
that they had only quite recently experienced ipiritual ni 
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Again, if P»nl really implies that he wrote the whole letter in a 
bold hand expressive of his strong coDiiction ind feeling, we 
may perhaps see in this a token of a time before he had formed 
the habil of asing an amanuensis, tn any case, the absence of 
any companion's name as OESociated with him in vfritiog, rather 
suggests that no Silas or Timothy, or other tried comrade, was 
by hb side, as in the Thessalonian and Corinthian Epistles. He 
refers only to 'all the brethren who are with me.' If ■ 
bodily experiences on that first great missionary journey 
itiU fresh memories, we can well understand his reference 1 
'raarksof Jesus' in ri, 17. 



THE THESSALONIAN LETTERS. 

Occasion and Place. Thessalonica, the modern SalimUa, 
sitting like a queen at the head of the Thermaic Gulf, and so at 
the north-east corner of the Grecian Peninsula, was a populous 
and flourishing city of the commercial type. It lay on the gceat 
Roman road {^Via Egnalia) running from the Adriatic to the 
Hellespont, through Philippi. It was therefore an admirable 
centre for evangelisation, as was soon evident from &cts {sti 
I Thess. i. 8), It had a large Jewish colony, to which Paul first 
addressed himself, and which, when he had to turn to the Gentiles 
in the main, proved the source of all those troubles which enter 
■0 largely into Paal's correspondence with this Church. Stirring 
up the mob on a garbled issue (Acts xvit. 5 FT.), their Jewish foes 
forced the preachers to retire to Berixa, whence they doubtlen 
hoped to be able lo return quietly later on. ^itt.\i\s»\t..- 
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Pttol himself WHS soon driven from Berica [ii. 13 ff.), and con- 
ducted by his Beiosm friends for safety to Athens, though he 
would 6tin have returned instead tiuegnile to ThessalonJca, in 
his anxiety as to the troubles in which his converts there were 
involved, u a result of Jewish enmity (l Thess. ii. iS, nele ; 
iit. S). Meantime Silas and Timothy, who had not wounded 
Jewish prejndices so deeply, were able to remain and consoli- 
date the work at Bercea, until those who had conducted Paul to 
Athens returned with the order to rejoin him at once (Acts 
xvii. 14 f.). When they arrived, they found it still too danger- 
ous far either of the principals to return to Thessalonica 
<1 Thcss. ii. 18}. And so, to stay the haunting doubt as to 
whether their immature converts had been able to stand so 
severe an opposition as they were eipoaed to when last heard 
of, Paul decided to be left alone again at Athens, while Timothy 
went back for news and to carry words of cheer (i Thess. iii. 
1-5). At the same time, appuently, Silas went on another 
mission to Macedonia (sa cote on i Thess. iL 18 ; cfi. Acts 
iviii. J), perhaps to Philippi He rejoined Paul at Corinth about 
the same time as Timothy ; and it is probable that some of the 
fresh vigour which seems to have been infused into Paul's work 
there about this time (Acts xviii. 5}, may have been due to prac- 
tical tokens of the PMIippians* love which he carried with him 
<jC0r.Ki.9j Phil. iv. 15). 

It was at this time that I Thessalonians was written in the 
name of all three evangelists, but in Paul's own inimitable 
manner. It seems that Timothy or some special envoy had 
brought from the Thessalonians a loyal message of gratitude to 
God for Paul's work among them {see I Thess. iL 1 3, ' We Ue 
rAani God'}, in which, however, allusion was made to the 
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malicious atlaclcs on his conduct and motives emanating 
his Jewish foes (cfi. ii. i-io, where they are answered). In 
reply Paul's affectionate nature poms itself out in a letter which 
is a perfect example of 'conversation at a distance, 'in which 
we overhear all parties — himself, friends and foes — as it were 
speakit^ in tarn. He writes as the prince of missionaries : so 
that it is no wonder that we here gel but lillle of ' the distinctive 
Pauline Gospel,' as it was drawn from him in Galatians and 
in certain later epistles, de&ned by clear-cut antithesis to given. 
rival theories of salvation. It was nothing of this sort that ther 
needed, but ' Strang consolation ' In the face of practical trials, 
perplexities, and moral temptation. And this is what he gives ; 
yet in such a way as to show thaC the principles seen in GaL 
ii. IS-2I, V- i6-vi. lo — apiriiua! union with Christ through the 
indwelling Holy Spirit — ^onderlie all his thoughts. 

This epistle greatly encouraged the Thessalonians. But its 
answer to the doctrinal problem connected with the Parousia 
or expected return of Christ (t Thess. iv. 13-lg) created a fresh 
problem : for some based on it, or on some document which was 
believed Id be from his pen (2 Thess. ii. 2), a notion that ' the 
Day of the Lord, ' or Parousia, was as good as come, so leading' 
to feverish expectancy and neglect of daily duties (iii. 6-11). 
This led to another message from them, oral or written, phrases, 
□f which also Paul echoes in his rejoinder, our 2 Thessaloniaas. 
They said that they ' were proud ' of him, let the Jews say what 
Ihey lilted. Paul answers, ' Wc miritlves glory in you in the 
churches of God,' those namely which he had just founded in 
Achaia or Southern Greece (i. 4; cfi. I Thess. I 7 f-! 1 Cor. L 1, 
' the saints, one and all, that are in the whole of Achaia,' e.g., at. 
Cencbrex, one of the parts of CQlKA\\,?.OTti.TiSV. V\. 
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Date, We infer fiom the references in I Thess. i. 7 I., iv. 10, 
10 Qirbtiane u alieady eiiMing in Kveral places in Macedonia 
md Achaia,, that some monCht at least tiad elapsed since Paul 
had left Thessalooica. And this, along with Acts iviiL 5, 
reeordiog that Siloi and Timothy finally rejoined Paul only 
at Coiinth, megests a date for I Thessslonians lalher eaily in 
his miniitry Ihete, say the end of a.d. 50, just when Paul was 
beginning lo feel acutely the Jewish opposition described in 
AcU xviii. 6 ((^, I Thess. ii. IS f.)- Probably 2 Thessalonians 
followed eatly in A.D. 51, when the success of the Gospel 
among the Gentiles, and the Jewish opposition, bad alike be- 
come more or less esublished facts at Corinth (3 Thess, iii. 
I f.; (/>. Aclsxviii. 8-10). There is no reason to think that 
Paul would be loi^ in hearing of the effects of his former letter 
and commenting 00 them.

Corinth. A typical Gricco-Ronian city of the camraerdal 
order, was the Curinib of Pad's day. Si lualed on an isthmus 
connecting northern and southern Greece, between the jEgean 
Sea and the Corinthian Gulf opening into ihe Adriatic, it was, 
more even than Athens, the centre of Greece proper under the 
early Empire. Refoundcd as a Roman Colonia by Julius Oesar, 
it had a large nucleus of Romans and Roman &eedmen. It was 
the capital of the province Achaia, within which Athens lay 
'Ihough as B free d\y), and was the seat of the governor (Acts 
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zviiL I3)> It was prnctically a seaport, wilh an unrivalled com- 
iDCictal position, having as barbouis Cenchiex on tbe .^ean, 
and Lechssimi on the Corinthian Gulf. Accordingly it was far 
more cosmopolitan than Athens, which piqued itself in a superior 
way on its old exclusive traditions, and hadalai^e Jewish colony, 
as well as an Oriental element drawn from other races. This 
added, especially through the cult of Venus- Astart^, to Ihe 
general sensuality for which Corinth was notorious. Over all 
was a veneer of Greek polish and intellect, conjoined with a keen 
relish for the superticial and verbal aspects of great problems. 
For in its way Corinth prided itself on its cnltore and insight no 1 
less than did Athens. I 

The Gospel in Corinth. It was with a deep sense of the 
hindrance which inlellectualily wilhciul moral earnestness was to 
ihc acceptance of his Gospel — a lesson forced home afresh hy his 
experience at Athens — that Paul entered Corinth, delennined to 
trust solely to the motal majesty of the Gospel of the Cross in 
altils urn pi icily (i Cor. ii. i ff.). His success was striking, and 
embraced the three main types of Corinthian life, though in 
different d^rees. Some of his converts were of Roman hirth oi 
training, the most prominent being Gaius (probably called Tiiiui 
Justus in Acts xviii. 7, itt note on I Cor. L 14) ; and this element 
was, no doubt, an aid to stability in the troubles which followed. 
Others were Jews, who, in (he face of the bitter opposition of 
their fellows, sided with Paul, when he had to break with the 
local synagc^ue ; of these, Crispus, formerly an ariAisyiiagBgui, 
was chief (Acts iviii. 8 ; I Cor. i. 14). But the great majority 
were Greeks in some sense, belonging to the pooi 
tbe tnain (t Cor. L 36}, thongh notcxduuicVj^,ft.g.,^tuS»>w' 
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perhaps Cbloc). It was the most mixed Church Paul had hod 
to desl with : and the diflicalties which emerge in the letters 
taay be traced chiefly to three sources, (a) Sensuality in ideal 
ajid practice, tuichecked by the leavening influence of Jewish 
ethics, which in Che Churches hitheito known to Paul had already 
afi'ected the consciences of the bulk even of Gentile converts. 
(A) Inlellectualism and pride therein, (c) The coming, atsome 
st^e unknown to us, ofjudaizers from Palestine. The troubles 
due to these factors caused the correspondence of which these 
letters are the surviving records, and to which we owe more of 
our aWlity to conceive primiiive Church life amid GrcEco-Rotnan 
society than to all other sources put together. 

The History of the Corinthian Troubles. After a stay of 
some eighteen months Paul left Corinth, paid a brief visit to 
Jerusalem, a longer one to Autioch, and in the summer of A.D. 
5a reached Ephesns (Acts xviii. 1 1, 18-23, '"'^- <)' which he had 
long had in mind as a centre of work. Meantime ApoUos had 
begun to follow up Paul's labours in Corinth, and with much 
success, both as against Jewish criticism and as helping believers 
to deeper insight (Acts xviiL 27 f.). Howlong this went on we 
cannot say, any more than when J udaiiing emissaries firom out- 
side began to appear, or when tendencies to impurity and com- 
plicity with heathen worship first attracted Paul's attention. In 
any case, it was these questions of Christian ethics which started 
the correspondence as known to us. Some time, however, 
towards the end of his stay in Ephesus of some two and a half 
or three yeara (Acts lix. S, 10, 22, xi. l), Paul wrote a brief 
letter bidding the Church ' have no fellowship with fornicators,' 
idolaters, drunkards, and those guilty of certain flagrant breaches 
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latioducti 



of the Christian law of love (I Cor. v. lo f.). The Chi 
replied that this w&3 hstdly feasible in a society such 
amid which its lot was cast — as if his words had not been 
lined to fellowship between Christians — and suhmitting 
a nambei of prohlems, practical and theoretical, for solutloiL 
About the lame lime further news from private sources ' reached 
him touching the general state of things among Ihem, such 
cast unwelcome light upon the disunion of temper and spirit 
the Church, which threatened even to tend it asunder into 
poiitive bctions. 

The Main Topics of I Coriothians. The letter which 
now wrote, onr i Coiiothiatis, covered the whole area of 
nascent troubles, some of which meet us^ainin a more advanced 
stage in 2 Corinthians. To judge from the place given to it in 
his letter, Paul felt the tendency to faction the most acute of the 
problems then in view, as striking at the very toot of the Chris- 
tian life of brotherly love. That roen should be classing them- 
selves OS followers of So-and-so was shocking — only less so than 
the assumption of superior privilege which lurked in the claim of 
those who styled thetnselves 'disciples of Christ' in a sense 
denied to their fellows. Thisuniqneclosenessof connection with 
Christ they seem to have tested on their connection with certain 
personal disciples of His, men who had known Him in the flesh, 
who had arrived iiom Palestine, and whose presence in Cotintb 
becomes clearer in the second letter. 

Accordii^ly the first four chapters are devoted to the lactious

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of his ' ways ' or methods in his Chaiches [l Coi. 
He could only spare a short lime away from Ephesui, with iU 
'great door and effectual,' hedged by ' many adversaries' (xvL 
9). So far as his visit wen:, he seems to have acted gently and 
with little 01 no assertion of his peisonal authority, a fact which 
emboldened his enemies to challenge that authority both before 
(2Cor.iL5fr,vii. l2)Bndarterhisdeparture(i. 1,8-11). But he 
had not time to bring things to a real settlement, even in the matter 
of public penitence on the pail of those who had already fallen 
into grievom sin (^ste x Cor. xii. 2t). He hurried off, then, with 
the eiptessed hope of letuming direct to them as soon as his 
work at Ephcsus was done, instead of going Rrst to Macedonia 
(i Cor. ivi. 5). This would enable him to give ihem yet another 
visit, after Macedonia (2 Cor. i Ij f.). 

This plan, so thoroughEoing in its intention, was twisted by 
his foes into a charge of fickleness or fear, when he failed lo 
cany it out (L 17 ff.). The reason was that which wrung from 
him the ' painful ' letter, the possible effect of which caused hira 
the drawn-out agony so vividly described in 2 Cor. ii. 1 1 f. We 
gather, then, that soon after his return to Ephesus fresh news 
came (through Timothy or another) of something like a revolt 
against his authority as ' father ' of the commanily. Such, do 
doubt, was intended by the Judairing interlopers at any rate, 
who probably mistook their man during his flying visit, and 
encouraged those disaifected towards his policy to see in his 
recent humble and gentle bearing proof that he felt the second- 
ary or dependent nature of his authority, as compared with their 
own firtt-hand knowledge of Christ. Further, we infer that the 
immediate issue, which, to his eye, meant a trial of strength' 
belween him and the new spirit in the Church (fostered by 
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siders), was some notorious coseof petsonal Injury (ii. 5). Here 
the Church, though aware that this ought to be taken fitmly in 
hand by itself, and the injurious party punished by temporary 
withdrawal of fellowship (2 Cor. ii. 6, cp. i Cor. v. 5), neglected 
so to do — probably because the erring person was inflncntial 
and was upheld by the 'apostles' from Judeea. In righteous 
anger Paul penned a scathing letter of protest, aiming, no doubt, 
at the Judaizers as the root of the trouble, but yet in such a way 
as to make the Church, which had suffered them to impair their 
loyalty to their ' father ' in Christ, burn with shatne and remorse. 
He wished to bring them to their true selves, (□ realise their 
inner, but at present latent, feeling of devotion to the man who 
had caused the Light to dawn on their darkness. It was for 
ihis, far more than on acconnt of the actual case in question, 
that he brought himself in an agony of tears to write them such 
a letter (2 Cor. ii. 4, vii. 12). 

He wrote, rather than Went personally, because he felt (hat it 
was best so for them and their chance of a thorough revulsion of 
feeling towards him, if he threw It on iheit own consciences, 
under the lead of his atauoch friends jn Corinth, to judge for 
themselves — not as ' lorded over ' by his presence, but as men 
standi)^ by a, living 'faith' within {ib. i. 23 f.). He made up 
his mind that if he could visit them again only 'in grief — he, 
the original author of their common joy^he would put oflF visit- 
ing them for a time. He trusted that his letter would bring 
them to their senses and pave the way for a happier visit later 
on, according to his original plan of going through Macedonia 
to Corinth Ub. ii. I f.) ; for, indeed, he was confident of their 
loyalty as a Church (iL 3}. Yet, once Titus had started with 
ibe letter, his heart began to nuspve hitn. Thenceforth he had 
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no leit nntil Titui met him weeks later inMacedonii, whither he 
hod in his anxiety moved forward from Troas, the place at which 
he hadatfirstintendedtoawttit Titus's return (ii. iif.,vil s f-V 

The Situatioti reflected in a Corinthians. The effect of this 
lost letter was, on the whole, as Paul had hoped. The Church 
was thoroughly ashamed of itself for Ihe half-credence it had 
given to his traducers, and the psiu it had caused his loving 
Sfdrit ; and now il was anxious to manifest its loyalty by carrying 
out his advice (vii. 7-11). Indeed, it had done so already in 
punishing the man who had grieved Paul (ii. 5 f. }, He even 
begs them not to go loo far and sacrifice their brother's soul, by 
reason of despair at hopeless excommunicalion, but rather to 
show their love to him now that right has been done {ii. J ff.). 
Still, their recognition of his paternal authority was as yet 
imperfect (* in part,' i, 14, c/. ii. 5}. Something was lacking. 
This was probably a repudiation of the false claims of his 
Judaizing rivals, those 'superlative apostles' in their own esteem 
(li. j), who not only were inlerlopers in another roan's field 
(i. 13 ff.), with their shallow, ' fleshy ' notion of relations essen- 
tially spiritual (xi. 18-22, cf. x. 7], but had forfeited all right 
to consideration as Christians by their unworthy methods of 
underhand assault upon his character. The Church must 
make a clean-cut choice between their own Apostle, whose 
unique claim they now realised, and those who had shown 
themselves his bitter foes, masquerading 'as angels of light,' 
in ihe guise of 'aposiles 0/ Christ,' whose spirit they so 
utterly belied (kL 13-15). Here farther reparation in a prac- 
tical sense had yet to be made {sa also xii. 16). 

It is this which explains the change of tone in i C 
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liii., the point at which Paul tiuns formally lo refute the 
Jadaizing iateilopeis (act yet repudiated bj the Corinthian 
Church as a whole), a change so marked as to have led to 
the idea that these chapters originally formed part of another 
letter, even the very severe letter already described. But, when 
we think of it, we see that there could be no abiding peace 
in the Corinthian Church while these men were tolerated in 
their fellowship. Paul was bound to deal with this matter at 
once, that his coming visit might be in fulness of joy — the joy 
that breaks forth by anticipation in the former part of the Idler. 
Similarly the Apostle takes the occasion afibrded by ibeir new 
temper lo finish off the purilicalinn of their manners, which 
be had only been able to begin in I Corinthians and the visit 
soon after it. He is now free to speak his longing thought, 
and also to call upon them to show their opened hearts by 
dutiful obedience to bis counsels, especially as regards niarri^;;e5 
between believers and unbelievers (,(/. I Cor. viii, 39), a fniit- 
ful source of entanglement in heathen ways and compromising 
practices. Let them make a clean sweep, and be done with ' ^ 
delilement of flesh and spirit ' (vi. 3-vii. I ; xiii. 2 S.). 

It was a masterly stroke, taking advantage of their penitent 
and open hearts, which virtually cried, ' Show as what amends 
we can make, and we will prove out leal for you in deeds.' 
To which he replies, ' This, this is the truest recompense you 
can render my affection — a more perfect holiness. For your 
welfare is my sole desire.' And then, in an exactly similar way, 
he challenges them, as it were, to show in another matter — the 
Collection that lay so near his heart — ' the proof of your love 
and of oar glorying on your behalf (viii. 9). Some, not seeing 
t&is latent emotional link, have ftum^X "lia. aectioa vi.

55 <Acta IK. 3-6 ; 3 Cor. ii. a, tuCf). ■ 

Effect ol the Letters. This, we hive every erotind fee] 
believing, was ultimately quite satisfoctory. Titus, of whose 
fimi.iess, tacl, and large-hearted love we get a pleasing impres- 
sion, had been greatly touched by the effect of the lost letter, 
of which he was the bearer. Thus he was eager to go back 
with 2 Corinthians, and prepare the way for Paul's arrival with 
his representative company of delegates, bearing the collection 
of the Churches of Asia and Macedonia ; so that, both in its 
general state and in the forwardness of its collection, the 
Corinthian Church might do credit to its Apostle in the eyes 
of his friends (Acts xx. 4). And so, no doubt, it came about, 
when Paul, after inspecting the Macedonian Churches, some 
probably the offshoots of his work in Thessalomca, came into 
Greece proper and spent three months there (Acts xx. z f.). 
Our last glimpse of Paul in Corinth is afforded by the Epistle 
to the Romans, where he writes of the collection in Macedonia 
and Achaia as already made, and is evidently full of joy and 
hope, being sure that he will come to Rome ' in the fulness 
of the blessi^ of Christ' (kv. z6 f., 39). He also refers to 
the Church in Cenchrex, to ' Gains my host, and of the whole 
Churchj'and to 'Erasius the treasurer of the city ' of Corinth I

cised. Circumcision is nothing, and uncircumcision 
is nothing, but the keeping of the commandmenis 
of God, Let every man abide in the same calling 
wherein he was called. Art thou called ieing a 
servant '. care not for it : but if thou mayest be made « 
free, use it rather. For he that is called in the 
Lord, iiing a servant, is the Lord's freeman : like- 
wise also he that is called, iatig free, is Christ's 
servant. Ye are bought with a price ( be not ye 
the servants of men. Brethren, let every man, »■ 
wherein he is called, therein abide with God. 

Now concerning virgins I have no commandment 
of the Lord : yet I give my judgment, as one that 
hatb obtained mercjr of the Lord to be (aithfiil.

There ia difference 
alia between a wife and a virgin. The unmarried 
woman careth for the things of the Lord, that she

And this I speak for 
your own profit ; not that I may cast a snare upon 
you, but for that which is comely, and that ye may 
attend upon the Lord without distraction.

So then he that giveth her in marriage doeth well ;

The wife ia bound by the law as long ae her 
husband liveth ; but if her husband be dead, she is 10 
at liberty 10 be married to whom she will ; only in 
the Lord. But she is happier if she so abide, after

But meat coRi 
s mendeth us not to God : for neither, if we eat, ap 
we the better; neither, if we eat not, are we tb 
worse. But take heed lest by any means this libert; 
of yours become a stumbling block to them that an 
weak. For if any man see thee which hast knowledgi 
IS sit at meat in the idol's temple, shall not the con 
science of him which is weak be emboldened to ea 
those things which are offered to idoU ; and througl 
thy knowledge shall the weak brother perish, fa 
whom Christ died ? But when ye sin so against thi 
>s brethren, and wound their weak conscience, ye «a 
against Christ. Wherefore, if meat make my brotbe 
to offend, I will eat no flesh while the world standeth 
lest I make my brother to offend. 

" Am I not an apostle ? am I not free ? have I no

the Lord J If 1 be not an apostle unto others, yt 
doubtless I am to you : for the seal of mine apostleshi 
are ye in the Lord.

5 preach the gospel, 1 may make the gospel of Christ 
without charge, that I abuse not my power in the 
gospel. 

For though I be free from all mw, yet have I made 
myself servant unto all, that I might gain the more. 

)o And unto the Jews I became as a Jew, that I might 
gain the Jews ; to them that are under the law, as 
under the law, that I might gain them that are under 
the law ; to them that are without law, as without law, 
(being not without law to God, but under the law to 

15 Christ,) that I might gain them that are without law. 
To the weak became I as weak, that I might gain 
the weak : I am made ail tilings to all men, that I 
might by all means save some.

There hath 00 temptation taken you but "i 
such as is common to man : but God ii faithful, who 
will not suffer you to be tempted above that ye are 
able ; but will with the temptation also make a way 
to escape, that ye may be able to bear it.

Brethren, be not children in understanding : howbeit 
in malice be ye children, but in understanding be men. 
In the law it is written. With mat of other tongues 
and other lips will I speak unto this people j and yet 
for all that will they not hear me, saith the Lord, it 
Wherefore tongues are for a sign, not to them that 
believe, but to them that believe not : but prophesying 
servetf} not for them that believe not, but for them 
which believe. If therefore the whole church be 
come together into one place, and all speak with 15 
tongues, and there come la iho-tc that an unlearned, 
or unbelieverE, will they not say that ye are mad i 
But if all prophesy, and there come in one that 
believeth not, or one unlearned, he is convinced of 
all, he is judged of all : and thus are the secrets of h 
his heart made manifest ; and so falling down on Ht 
face he will worship God, and report that God is ia 
you of a truth. 

How is it then, brethren ? when ye come together, 
every one of you hath a psalm, hath a doctrine, hath "j 
a tongue, hath a revelation, hath an interpretation. 
Let all things be done unto edifying. If any man 
*peak in an uninowa tongue, let it 6e by two, oc at 
the moit ij three, and that by coutk ; and let one

Deetticy bterpret. But tf there be no interpreter, let liim 

^ Order keep silence in the church ; and let him speak to hiiD' 

self, and to God. Let the prophets speak two or 

three, and let the other judge. If any thing be re- 

S vealed to another that sitteth by, let the first hold bis 

peace. For ye may all prophesy one by one, that 

all may learn, and all may be comforted. Aad the 

spiriia of the prophets are subject to the propheti. 

For God is not the author of confusion, but of peace, 

lo as in all churches of the saiota. 

Let your women keep silence ia the churches : for 

it is not permitted unto them to speak ; but they are 

commaiuleii to be under obedience, as also «aith the 

law. And if they will learn any thing, let them ask 

15 their husbands at home : for it is a shame for women 

; the word of God out from you i or 
came it unto you only ? If any man think himself to 
be a prophet, or spiritual, let him acknowledge that 

B the things that I write unto you are the commaod- 
ments of the Lord. But if any man be ignorant, let 
him be ignorant. Wherefore, brethren, covet to 
prophesy, and forbid not to speak with tongues. 
Let all things be done decently and in order.

'i ■ Moreorer, brethren, I declare unto you the gospel 
which I preached unio you, which also ye have re- 
ceived, and wherein ye stand ; by which also ye are 
saved, if ye keep in memory wiut I preached unto

Tou, unless ye have believed in vain. For I de- Goipe/ Jjf 
livered unto you tirst of ati that whicti I also re- Resur- 
ceived, how ihat Christ died for out sine according reclion 
to tbe ecripturee ; and that he was buried, and that 
he rose again the third day according to the S 
scriptures ; and that he was seen of Cephas, then of 
the twelve : after that, he was teen of above five 
hundred brethren at once ; of whom the greater part 
remain ucto this present, but come are fallen asleep. 
After that, he was seen of James ; then of all the 10 
apostles. And last of all he was seen of me also, as 
of one born out of due time. For I am the least of 
the apostles, that am not meet to be called an apostle, 
because I persecuted the church of God. But by 
the grace of God I am what I am : and his grace u 
which -ttnu brstomcd upon me was not in vain ; but I 
laboured more abundantly than they all : yet not I, 
but the grace of God which was with me. There- 
fore whether it -were I or they, ho we preach, and so 
ye believed. 

Now if Christ be preached that he rose from the 
dead, how Bay some among you that there is no 
resurrection of the dead ? But if there be no re- 
surrection of the dead, then is Christ not risen ; and 
if Christ be not risen, then ii our preaching vain, and 1 
your faith li also vain. Yea, and we are found false 
witnesses of God ; because we bave testified of God 
that be raised up Christ : whom he raised not up, if 
so be that the dead rise Dot. For if the dead rise

Cbritt the not, then is not ChiiEt raised : and if Christ be not 

Firil- raised, your faith is vain ; ye are yet in your sins. 

fruiti Then they also which are fallen asleep in Christ are 

perished. If in this life only we have hope in Christ, 

i we are of all men most miserable. 

But now is Christ risen from the dead, aiui become 
the firstfruitB of them that slept. For since by man 
came death, by man came also the resurrection of the 
dead. For as in Adam all die, even so in Christ 
10 shall all be made alive. But every man in his own 
order; Christ the firstfruits; afterward they that are 
Christ's at his coming. Then eometh the end, when 
he shall have delivered up the kingdom to God, even 
the Father ; when he shall have put down all rule 
IS and all authority and power. For he must reign, till 
he hath put all enemies under his feet. The last 
enemy thiil shall be destroyed u death. For he bath 
put all things tmdcr his feel. But when he saith all 
things are put under />rn, h ti manifest that he is 
•a excepted, which did put all things under him. And 
when all things shall be subdued unto him, then shall 
the Son also himself be subject unto him that put all 
things under him, that God may be all in all. 

Else what shall they do which are baptized for the 
li dead, if the dead rise not at all \ why are they then 
baptized for the dead J And why stand we in jeopardy 
every hour ? I protest by your rejoicing which I 
have in Christ Jesus our Lord, I die daily. If after 
the maDoer of men I have fought with beasts at

Epbesus, what advantageth it me, if the dead rise oot ? 
Jet UE eat and drink ; for to morrow we die. Be not 
deceived : evil communications corrupt good manners. 
Awake to righteouBness, and sin not ; for Eome have 
not the knowledge of God: I speak liii to your shame. 

But some man will aay. How are the dead raised 
Up ? and with what body do they come i Thau 
fool, that which thou sowest is not quickened, 
except it die : and that which thou sowest, thou 
sowesc not tha.t body that shall be, but bare grain, it 
may chance of wheat, or of some other grain ; but 
God giveth it a body aa it hath pleased him, and to 
every seed his own body. All flesh !j not the same 
flesh ; but lirre is one iinJ of iiesh of men, another 
flesh of beasts, another of fishes, and another of birds. 
There are also celestial bodies, and bodies terrestrial : 
but the glory of the celestial it one, and the^/ory of 
the terrestrial it another. There it one glory of the 
sun, and another glory of the moon, and another glory 
of the scars : for one star diflereth from amtber star in 
glory. 

So also is the resurrection of the dead. It is sown 
ID corruption ; il is raised in incorruption : it is sown 
in dishonour ; it is raieed in glory : it is sown in 
weakness ; it is raised in power : it is eowd a natural 
body ; it is raised a spiritual body. There is a natural 
body, and there is a spiritual body. And so it is 
written, The first man Adam was made a living soul ; 
the last Adam loas made a i^uickcaing spirit. How-

* Now concerning the collection for the Baiots, as I / 
have given order to the churches of Galatia, even bo F 
do ye. Upon the first daj of the week let every one 
of you lay by him in store, as Gmi hath prospered 
him, that there be no gathering* when I come.

Now if Timotheus come, see that he may be with 
you without fear : for he workech the work, of the u 
Lord, as I also Jo, Let no man therefore despise 
him ; but conduct him forth in peace, that he may 
come unto me : for I look for blm with the brethren. 

As touching eur brother Apollos, I greatly desired 
him to come unto you with the brethren : but his will ,s 
was not at all to come at this time; but he will 
come when he shall have convenient time. Watch 
ye, stand fast in the faith, quit you like men, be strong. 
Let all your things be done with charity. 
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Ch. is ; Ver. 15-24. *? Fifst Corinthians 



' I beseech you, brethren, (ye know the house of 
Stephanas, that it ig the firetfruits of Achaia, and th^ 
they have addicted themselves to the ministry of the 
saints,) that ye submit youraelvea unto such, and to 
i every one that helpeth with uj, and laboureth. 

I am glad of the coming of Stephanas and Fortun- 
atuB and Acbaicus : for that which was lacking on 
your part they have supplied. For they have re-

"TJAUL, an apostle of Jesus Christ by the will oiThe God of 
Y^ God, and Timothy our brother, unto the church Comfort 
ofGod which ia at Corinth, with all the saints which 
are in all AchaJa : Grace be to you and peace firom 
God our Father, and /rom the Lord Jesus Christ. j , 

Blessed he God, even the Father of our Lord Jeaus ^^H 
Christ, the Father of mercies, and the God of all ^^H 
comfort ; who comforteth us in all our tribulation, ^^^H 

that we may be able to comfort them which are in ^^j| 

any trouble, by the comfort wherewith we ourselves lo 
are comforted of God, For as the sufFeriags of 
Christ abound in ub, so our consolation also aboundeth 
by Christ. And whether we be afflicted, il ii for 
your consolation and salvation, which is elfectual in 
the enduring of the same sufferings which we also is 
suffer : or whether wc be comforted. It it for your 
consolation and salvation. And our hope of you is 
stedfast, knowing, that as ye are partakers of the 
suiFerings, so s kail ye t: also of the consolation.

GoMj our trouble which came to us in Asia, that we were 
'£trily piCMcd out of measure, above Etrength, insomuch that 
we despaired even of Ufe : but we had the sentence 
of death in ourselves, that we should not trust in our- 
i selves, but in God which raiseth the dead : who 
delivered us from so great a death, and doth deliver : 
in whom we trust that he will yet deliver us ; ye also 
helping together by prayer for us, that for the gift 
beilttiutd upon us by the means of many persons thanks 
10 may be given by many on our behalf. 

For our rejoicing is this, the testimony of our 
conscience, that in simplicity and godly sincerity, doc 
with fleshly wisdom, but by the grace of God, we 
have had our conversadon in the world, and more 
IS abundantly to you-ward. For we write none other 
things unto you, than what ye read or acknowledge ; 
and I trust ye shall acknowledge even to the end ; as 
also ye have acknowledged us in part, that we are 
your rejoicing, even as ye also are ours in the day of 
■0 the Lord Jesus.

And in this confidence I was minded to come unto 
you before, that ye might have a second benefit ; and 
to pass by you into Macedonia, and to come again 
out of Macedonia unto you, and of you to be brought 
OS on my way toward Judaa. When I therefore was 
thus minded, did I use lightness i or the things that 
I purpose, do I purpose according to the tieth, that 
with me there should be yea yea, and nay nay ?

Now he which stablishcth ub with you in Christ, aad ^H 

hath anointed ua, is God ; who hath also sealed us, ^H 

and given the earnest of the Spirit in our hearts. ^H 

Moreover I call God for a record upon my sonl, 10 ^H 

that to spare you I came not as yet unto Corinth. ^H 

Not for that we have dominion over your faith, but ^H

testament; not of the letter, but of the spirit: for the lo 
letter killeth, but the spirit giveth life. 

But if the miniatraiion of death, ■ 
graven in stance, was glorious, so that the children of 
Israel could not stedfastly behold the face of Moses 
for the glory of his countenance ; which glory was to i; 
be done away : how shall not the ministration of the 
spirit be rather glorious ? For if the ministrarion of 
condemnation be glory, much more doth the n 
gtration of righteousness exceed in glory- 
that which was made glorious had no glory in this m 
respect, by reason of the glory that excellelh. For 
if that which is done away tuas glorious, much t 
that which remaineth (/ glorious. 

Seeing then that we have such hope, v, 
plainness of speech : and not as Moses, iirAic/i put a ij 
vail over bis face, that the children of Israel could 
not stedfastly look to the end of that which is 
abolished : hut their minds were blinded : for until 
this day cemaineth the same vail untaken away in the

10 Therefore iiie arc always confident, knowing that, 
whilst we are at home in the body, we are absent 
from the Lord ; (for we walk by faith, not by sight ;) 
we are confident, /j-iy, and willing rather to be absent 
from the body, and to be present with the Lord. 

IS Wherefore we labour, that, whether present or absent, 
we may be accepted of him. For we must all appear 
before the judgment seat of Christ ; that every one 
may receive the things Jonc in hit body, according 
to that he hath done, whether it be good or bad.

JO Knowing therefore the terror of the Lord, we 
persuade men ; but we are made manifest unto God j 
and I trust also are made manifest in your consciences.

aj have somewhat to aniivtr them which glory in ap- 
pearance, and not in heart. For whether we be 
beside ourselves, it is to God : or whether we be | 
sober, it 11 for your cause. ^ 
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For the ]ove of Christ conBtraineth us ; because C 
we thus judge, that if one died for all, then were all L 
dead : and lint he died for all, that they which live j/. 
should not henceforth live unto themselves, but unco 
him which died for them, and rose again. Where- 5 
fore henceforth know we no man after the fleah : yea, 
though we have known Christ after the flesh, yet now 
henceforth know we iim no more. Therefore if any 
man te in Christ, ie is a new creature : old things are 
passed away ; behold, ail things are become new. ™ 

And all things are of God, who hath reconciled 
us to himself by Jesus Christ, and hath given to ui 
the ministry of reconciliation ; to wit, that God was 
in Christ, reconciling the world unto himgeif, not 
imputing their trespasses unto them ; and hath com- ■! 
mitted unto us the word of reconciliation. Now then 
we are ambassadors for Christ, as though God did 
beseech yoa by us: we pray j^ou in Christ's stead, be 
ye reconciled to God. For he hath made him u be 
sin for us, who knew no sin ; that we might be made « 
the righteousness of God tn him. 
" We then, ai workers together •with htm, beseech 
fou also that ye receive not the grace of God in v^in. 
For he saith,

the day of talvacioD. Giving no offence in any

"''-' in much patience, in afRictions, In oeceBsities, in di 
tresaes, in gtripea, in imprison men ts, in tumults, 
5 labours, in watchings, in faatinga ; by pureneas, bf 1 
icnowledge, by longs utFering, by kindness, by the 
Holy Ghost, by love unfeigned, by the word of 
truth, by the power of God, by the armour of 
righteousness on the right hand and on the left, by 
18 honour and dishonour, by evi! report and good report: 
as deceivers, ^adyet true ; as unknown, and ytt well 
known ; as dying, and, behold, we live ; as chastened, 
and not killed ; as sorrowful, yet alway rejoicing ; 
as poor, yet making many rich ; as having nothing, 
IS a.-nd yet possessing all things. 

O ye Corinthians, our mouth is open unto you, our 
heart is enlarged. Ye are not straitened in us, but 
ye are straitened in your own bowels. Now for a 
recompence in the same, (I speak as unto in; 

"children,) be ye also enlarged. 

Be ye not unequally yoked together with un- 
believers : for what fellowship hath righteousnesi 
with unrighteousness ? and what communion hath 
light with darkness i and what concord hath Christ 

a: with Belial ? or what part hath he that beliereth with 
an inlidel ? and what agreement hath the temple of 
God with idols ? for ye are the temple of the livil 
God i as God hath said, I will dwell in them, 
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walk ia lirm; and I will be cfaeir Cod, and they 0. 
shall be my people. Wherefore te. 

Come out from among them, and be yc separate, en 
saitb the Lord, 

And touch not the unclean li'ing; s 

And I will receive you, 

And will be a Father unto you, 

And ye shall be my sons and daughters, 
eaith the Lord Almighty. 

• Having therefore these promises, dearly beloved, lo 
let lu cleanse ourselves from ail lilthiness of the liesh 
and spirit, perfecting holiness ia the fear oi God. 

Receive ub ; we have wronged no man, we have 
corrupted no man, we have defrauded no man. I 
speak not liii to condemn yeu; for I have said before, ij 
that ye are ia our hearts to die and live with you. 
Great ti my boldness of speech toward you, great U 
my glorying of you : 1 am filled with comfort, I am 
exceeding joyful in all our tribulation. 

For, when we were come into Macedonia, our » 
£esb bad no rest, but we were troubled on every 
side ; without wert fightings, within tacrc fears. 
Nevertheless God, that comforieth those that are 
cast down, comforted us by the coming of Titus ;

" Moreover, brethren, we do you to wit of the grace 
of God bestowed on the churches of Macedonia ;

p. I, L I. 'an apostle, not of men,' etc., lit., 'one com- 
missioned, not from men' (as source of authority), 'nor yet 
through the agencj' of man, but through Jesus Christ and God 
the Father.' Here we hnve in brief the personal aspect of the 
issue between Paul and his Judaizing critics, who ventured to 
challenge his gospel on the ground that any claim it had to a 
hearing was second-hand. Since, then, Ihey could appeal to 
the teaching and practice — real or supposed — of the original 
Apostles, Paul's authority counted for nothing. If he differed 
from them, he was ipse facto wrong ; if he was r^ht inanylhii^, 
^ as having received it from the true Apostles. Of course

4. 'the churches of Galatia': either (I) of dliai 
ng in the old ethnological area in which certain Gallic hordes 
settled before B.C. 300 ; or {2) of cities simply witbin the huge 
Romin province styled ' Galatia.' In the one case they laf m 
thenorthem part of that province ; in the other, well to thesaDlh, 
being, in fact, the churches founded by Paul and Barnabas in 
Acts xiiL, xiv. The latter view is shown by Professor Ramsay, 
e.ff., in his Hiiterical Cammtnliay en Gaiaiians, to be prefer- 
able. (5« al»o note on iii. I.) The curlness of the saluta- 
tion which follows, is due to eagerness la get to the subject 
which has stirred turn to write in hoi haste. 

p. I, 1. 8. 'this present evil age,' the pre- Messianic, in con- 
trast to the future Messianic era ('that age'}. 

p. I, 1. (O. Rather, 'so quickly removing.' He has jast 
learned of a movement among them, the progress of which he 
hopes to arrest before it has attained its end. Some would 
minimise the force of 'so quickly ; ' but it was quickly enough 
after their ' call' by God \cp. v. 8) to eicite Paul's surprise. It 
was as a superior foim of the one Gospel that the Judaizen 
subtly put forward their propaganda of Jewish rites, to ' com- 

EleCe' the Galatians' piety {ste iii. 3). Paul denies ChAt it 
elongs lo the gemts 'Gospel' at atl, since it subordinates 
'grace' to 'law,' so changing the essence of ' the Gospel of the 
Christ.' The 'some 'and 'an angel' (messenger) 'from heaven' 
suggest that this pseudo-Gospel was brought to Galatia fiom 
outside.

p. I, L I. Paul stops short at his outburst, and says ; ' Surely 
you see that now, at anyrate, I am appealing to another tribunal 
than man's opinion. There is no currying of men's favour in 
words like these. If I were still on that tack— as my traducers 
all^e of my former conduct, in trimming my sails to you as 
Gentiles — no bondservant of Christ at all (let alone an apostle) 
dlould I be. For I am engaged in giving you solemnly to 
understand, brethren, that the Gospel which was then declared 
by me as Gospel, is tml after man (made by man to please man) ; 
nay, nor even was it something communicated to me by man, 
nor was it drilled into me ; nut it came (to me) through 
revelation of Jesus Christ.

The difRculty of bringing Paul's own account 
into formal harmony with Acts ix. 19-15 is due mainly to a 
difference of scope, though we need not assume that Luke 
possessed full knowledge of Paul's comings and goings.

(rather than the first visit to Jerusalem), For this he views u 
ierminm a quo inrelation to all seasons when, it was insiDuUed, 
he was taught by Apostles. Reckoning inclusively, this dates 
Ihe visit lome thirteen years after the vision on the mad to 
Damascus. But that itself cannot be fixed with precision. It 
may have been as early as A.D. 30-31, in which case this visit 
would fall in a.D. 43-44-. That view would have the merit of 
makine all related in thb chapter happen prior to Paul's first 

E reaching in Galatia, to which the issue now raised really went 
ick. (For other views, lu Introduction.)

These may be comple- 
mentary, but the same can hardly be said of the emphasis he lays 
on the privacy of the conference with ' the men of repnte,' as 
contemplated by him, and apparently as actually carried out — 
save for a few 'pseudo-brethren,' who somehow wormed their 
way in. Hts aim was to make sure of the approval of the 
Apostolic leaders upon the principles of his work, whether past 
or present— vrith some thought also of the future, in which the 
wider field was perhaps beginning to loom up. 

p. 3, 1. It. 'and that because . , . ' = 'now it was because of 
false Dretbren ..." (that the point was even discussed), 'men

Gentile believers, which Paul and Barnabas were following, ef, 
IX S.], 'in order to cnslase wj — to whom . . . ; thai the Gospel 
in all its truth might continue with reference to yau [Gentiles]. 
While as for those reputed to be somewhat . . . well to me the 
men of repute made no fresh contribution, but,' etc. Here Paul 
distinguishes the policy of those whom he regards as 'Christians ' 
in so superficial a sense as to be no ' brethren ' at all, and that 
pursued by the reputed 'pitlars' of the Church. These made no 
attempt to 3,tter Paul's preaching, but, seeing in his ministry 
tokens of the Divine blessing, reci^nised his gospel as a, 
legitimate one for the work to which he had so evidently 
been called. Thus a frank division of spheres of labonr was 
^reed on. 

p. 4, 1. 1. ' Only ... the poor.' It is hard, to say the least, 
to square this with Acts xv. 20. There we find terms which, 
hftd they been laid down on this occasion, ought to have been 
alluded to here. In any case, something conducive to the unity 
of the two branches of the work is meant. Most assame, from 
the analogy of j Cor. xvi. r, Rom. xv. xs f-i 'hat the poor 
'saints' of Jerusalem are intended. But, in the absence even of 
the word 'saints,' this seems arbitrary. Perhaps 'the frillars' 
wanted to be aKured that the Gentiles would learn from their 
apostles to practise the virtue of almsgiring, so characteristic of 
thejewisb Church ((■/>, Acts ii. 44f., iv. 34f., vi. I). This, Paul 
lays, he ' was even forward ' to secure. 

p- 4, 1- 5. From the abrupt way in which this incident comes 
in, we infer that it had been referred to by the Judaizers, hut in 
a garbled form. Paul shows that it really disproved all they 
aud about his dependent position. He 4ai/ been isolated on that 
occasion ; but had been proved to be in the right. Indeed, 
Peter plably 'put himself in the wrong' (not 'was to be 
blamed') by 'acting a part' (the ' hypocrisy' of the Gospels) — 
a fact which he, Paul, had only to point out, though that needed 
iron courage ; for the Jews on the spot, including even Eimabas, 
imitated Peter's weak accommodation to the stronger scruples of

party,' representing James's policy of eM 
separate missions (ef. 9), circuincisioii being ' the wall of p 
tion.' Peter, to begin with, had felt free ici follow his A 
Christian instinct, as in the case of Cornehus and his fij 
(Acts xL 3), for which he had been taken to task in Jetuaa 
and had probably failed to justily Mir part of his action ia 
eyes of all his brethren, including James (see xi. 18). Bi 
had not acted with clear conviction ('faith, in the sense of I 
xiv. 23), such as he could stand by against all pleas of 
pediency.' So he changed his policy and ' drew in ' in pro 
tial reserve {i« Heb. n. 38 f. for the same word). The mi 
was good as far as it went ; but his act reflected npon the ri 
ing of Gentile Christians as such, and also meant playing fail 
loose with the Law in relation to the whole theory of Justifies 
as Paul boldly pointed out. Could all this have happened 
Acts XV., when the status of Gentiles where they were sad 
side with Jews, outside Palestine, was formally considered! 
certain guarantees for ' purity ' of life asked for and gives 
aof.)? Thereafter they would no longer be 'unclean asi 
panions at meat. Surely Peter's words in Acts xv. g-tl tl 
reflect the lesson learned at Antioch. j 

p, 4, 1. 16 f. 'livesl. . . compellest ' ; rather, 'art wont U 
... art (virtually) trying to coerce,' i.e., by treatir^g Ihoi 
after all but ' Gentile sinners, ' compared with Jews. Yet ] 
and his believing compatriots had virtually relinquished 
advantage of binh, in relying upon Christ Jesus for joslifid 
before God, afiarl/mm the Law and its observance. Eithel 
did wrong in this, and the very completeness of their troi 
Christ carried them into conduct slighting to the Law on « 
they had to rely, in part at least, tor justification ; or they ! 
right, and then they must not elevate the Law (touching * d 
ne5s')intaa barrier between themselves and men justifiei 
the same basis of faith. The dialectic here is most seard 
once it is grasped. Note its premiss, assumed as admittq 
Jewish believers, that ' a man is not iustilied by works of I 
a maidm probably resting on Fs. cxliii. z, ' In Thy sight aha 
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man living be justified.' Surely Christ cannot have be«n 1 
leading us into sin (against the Law] I ' If, then, what things I T 
ondid (i.e., treated as not binding), 'these I again bnild up, I 
render mjnt/fa tran^ressor. For I, for my part, through law 
to law died outright, that to God I might live. ... I do not 
make void the grace of God — for if throngh law comes righteous- 
ness, then Chnst died gratuitously.* 

p. 5, L 2. This consdousness of spiritual identity with 
Christ is called ' the Pauline mysticism,' and lies at the root of 
all his tbinldng. Here it forms Che basis of appeal to bis 
readers (<:/. iii. i6}, which carries him on into the doctrinal part 
of the Utter. 

p. S. '■ 9. If it had been other than a eriKiJied Saviour that 
had been ' writ large ' before their eyes, Paul could have under- 
stood their being fascinated by the magic of words. But what 
conid the Law make of Christ dying by a death it judced 
accursed? The two must be on different planes altogether 
(13). Then a^ain, how did the Spirit, the distinctive Promise 
of Messiah's rule (l43), come to them? Apart from law, by 
Ibc simple ' hearing of Riith,' the way in which Abraham him- 
self obtained righteousness and blessing {iii. 5-9)- Even the 
specious plea that the Law is needful to their 'perfecting' 
is &lse ; for various manifestations of Bpiritual power had been 
their constant portion through the principle of faith alone (iii. 
J). Finally, did they really think that their past sufferings from 
Jewish enmity bad been all due to a blunder on his part, in 
goring the Law in bis preaching? 

p. 6, I. 9. ' having become a curse for us,' /.e., relatiTe to the 
Law, in tliat Jesus died by a death which ligally implied sin in 
the sofferer : in this sense He became even ' sin on our be- 
half' (2 Cor. V. 21), though sinless. This latter fact being 
proved by the Resurrection, the leign of Law as a method 
of Divine government is annulled, and the door for bless- 
ing to the Gentiles, as 'without Law,' is opened. Su Ronu 
vi. j-ii for a deeper statement of this on its sobjectiw 
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PkdI is awaie of the aDthropomorphism of much of the imagecy 
he has to use {ep. Rom. iii. j, vi. 19), as here in meeting the 
objeclion, ' But the Law superseded the Promise of which you 
make so much.' 'Nay,' says he, ' it can but add a tempocary 
modi^catioQ in means to the otiginal end.' But the Law is 
personified, and treated very much apart from God (as the 
author of the Promise), answering in L zi to the 'no man ' of 
L 16 ; which complicates matters and lakes from the force of the 
analf^. 

p. 6, I. 18. ' seeds.' This pressing of an accident of language 
had some sapport in Rabbinic us^e, and so was of value as an 
argumenlum ad hcmiacm ; but it is not repeated 10 the paiallel 
passage in Rom. iv. 13 ff. 

p. 6, 1. 26. Paal's psychological doctrine of the Law is perhaps 
the most original part of his thought. C/>. Rom. iv. 15, ' Where 
00 law is, there is no transgression,' i.e., la consciousness ; snd 
such consciousness is the prerequisite of lon^ng for redemption. 
That angels were the intennediaries on God s side was a current 
Jewish belief: Cp. Acts vii. 35, 38, 53 ; Heh. ii. a. 

p. 7, 1. I. Here we have more of the Rabbinic obscurity due 
to suppiession of links in thought (seen in the Talmud), than 
elsewhere in Paal's letters — pointing 10 early dale of Galatians. 
The main idea is that the Law, as in form a contract, departed 
from the form of free promise, dependent on one alone ; yel 
God remains ever true to His character as sole, soveceign, un- 
conditioned, and so free to revert, Law's temporary fiinction 
performed, from covenant to promise. Not that the Law was 
counter to the promises (in which the Promise was unfolded). 
Perish the thought 1 If, then, it had been possible to give a 
law able to quicken man into life, verily by the method of law 
(not ' of law as source, but * of promise,' stt v. tS) would the 
righteousness have come. Note Paul's disinclbation to attribute 
the contract type of relation, given in (the) Law, directly to the 
absolute God, whom grace befits. It comes out in the antithesis 
'God' and 'Law'inv. IT UP- 15), and in the words 'through 
ange!s'(v. ip). This was pushed by t^e^iaiiXo^citMarcion 
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(a.d. 140) to tbe pobl of assaming anolher Being asa.nlhor 
the Law. 

p. 7, 1. II. The Law acted as a gaardian domestic of servile 
rank ^J'adagiigai'), until hamaniiy came of aee with the coming 
of Christ— an early and noble Philosophy of History in germ. 

p. 7, I. 19. 'all one,' lit,, ' all one personal unity,' i.e., the 
mystii^ Christ, composed of 'bead' and 'members' (i Cor. 

p. 7, 1. 22. 'b child,' /il., 'an infant,' as a minor ranks in 
kw. 

p. 7, II. 25-29. 'we.' Panl views Jew and Gentile alike 
under the legal principle in religion, in contrast to the filial 
status of faith. 'The elements of the world' are the radi- 
mentary forms of ritual religion, as defined by law, and relative 
to spirilaal pupillage. For his readers, indeed, such had been 
polytheistic in ba«!s (v. S) ; but the type of consciousness was 
the same. Thus, in adopting Jewish ritual methods, they were 
'turning back again' to the 'weak and beggarly elements' of 
religion (v. 9) — the observance of 'days and months and seasons 
and years ' as legally binding on the heirs of faith. In dissnatl- 
ing them from this, he is but asking them to follow his own 
practice, in that he, a Jew, had put himself on their level, that 

p. 8, 1. 15. 'ye have not injured me at all.' In saying 'I 
fear lest 1 may have lost my pains upon yon,' I have no sense of 
personal wrong. On the contrary, your attitudi

first has been most appreciative. When J evangelised you, to 
begin with, bodily infirmity was the occasion of my stay among 
you. And though my malady was such as might have seemed 



. . ^ - :o suggest the ban of heaven, it was rather as heaven's 
messenger that you received me. Why this change of tone? Is 
it so, that I have become 'your enemy' (as yoa are now inclined 
to think) in acting truly by you all along t No doubt yonr new 
ftiendt 'lealouily affect' yon (as yon gay); but with no honour- 
able motive ; knowing that once they have persuaded you that 
you are 'outside ihc true pale,' it will be youi turn to court them. 
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p. 9, I. 3. His Gendle convects had little idea of what tbc 
Iaw meant of bondage. !□ enlightening them he uses the 
vivid method of allegory common in his day ; but in his hands 
it is always the servant and never the master, as too often in 
weaker hands then and since. 

p. 9, I. 13. The Jews conceived spiritual realities as pie-eiisl' 
ing in heaven, and as being manifested therefram in time. Cp. 
' the heavenly Jerusalem ' of Heb. xiL 22, and ' the new Jeru- 
salem, coming down out of heaven from God,' in Rev. xxi. z. 

p, 9, 1. 31, The sonship of the Jew as such was a ntiturat 
one, detennined by fleshly birth ; sonship in Christ was some- 
thing purely spiritual in origin and nature. The antithesis of 
the 'oBtural' and spiritual, in one form or another, plays ■ 
large part in what follows, as in Paul's epistles in general {e.g., 
Rom. \T.-viiL) 

p. 10, 1. 3. ' Behold . . . grace ' : set ii. 18-21. In w. a-6 
lies the gist of the whole : 'by spirit' (not 'flesh,' ep. v. 16), 'in 
consequence of faith'(not works), a 'faith working (as inherent 
energy ) by love.' 

p, 10, 1. iS. Alluding to an insinuation of ' trimming ' to tnk 
his company [1^. i. 11^, He replies that the hostility of the 
Judaiiers to him and his view of the Cross itself answers 
this. 

p. 10, 1. 32. ' Would that they might even do mote than 
circumcise thetnselves' (like some pagans), rather than succeed 
in bringing you into bondage — a piece of stern irony, 

p. 10, 1. 17. Evidently ^oistic freedom, uninspired by Ion, 
was at work among them ; stt what follows. 

p. 1 1, 1. I. ' by (thej Spirit,' i.e., as prompted by the DiviM 
impulse at work in yon. By yielding definitely to this, and 
tracing coontei impulses to the non-divine fleshly element, orad- 
fied in Christ's cross (i^. v. 24), they would be lifted above 
themselves and 'the line of least resistance.' 

p. II, I. S' Paul traces to the consciousness of the Law's

p. II, I. la. 'Strife . . ■ heresies'; better, Tactions .

law of love is folfilled (v. u). 

p. II, 1, 25. 'bordens' here mean 'troubles' (weiglits), which 
Others may lighten; lielow we get the 'load' of personal 
responsibility, This whole section shows how essential Paul 
resided conduct, as fiuit of faith. 

p. 12, 1. 4. ' communicate,' i.e., contribute to his support. 

p. 13, I. 15. ' See with what bold letters I have written with 
my own hand,' i.e., not by an amanuensis (as usual). ' See in 
how bold a hand I write.' This applies to what now follows, 
to give it personal emphasis, 01 to the whole letter, as too 
personal to have been dictateij ; cp. x Thess. iii. 17. Observe 
ttiat he is no longer chiding his friends, hut summing up the case 
against the interlopers. Vet one cannot feel that Paul is hete 
* playfully trusting that surely the large letters will touch thdr 
hearts ' — a pece of kindly irony, hinting that his ' little 
children ' must not thiol: the severity of his tone had been meant 
for them, but for the enemies of the pure Gospel (Deissmann, 
BiiU Studies, 346 ff. ). 

p. 13, L 16 S. The Judaizers wished to stand well with their 
. fellow Jews, according to their fleshly standard of proselytism 
■ (circumcision), so that they could glory in their converts' ' fleah ' 
snd thereby avoid persecution for the Cross. This, rather than 
pare leal for God's 'law' itself, was their chief aim. To such 
'worldly' motives and methods in religion (r^. iv. 3) Paul felt 
himself dead with the Crucified One, and in a new world 
altogether, 'a new creature." Nay, he had diviner marks on his 
bodv, if that was what they wanted as test of loyalty ; ' brand- 
marks' recMved in his Lord's service at the hands of partisans 
of the Law — one in principle with the death'Wounds of Jesus

p. 14,1. I. 'Paul, and SilvaDUE, and Timotheiis.' Paul olteD 
joinE othns with himself in his opening addresses {c-g.. Gal. L 
if,). But he nowhere else keeps this up throughout, as he does 
in the Thessaloniaj) letters, the reason being that nowhere were 
others so largely co'founders of a church {set Acts xvii 4, 10). 
SilvanuE, the Silas of Acta, was a ' prophet,' or inspired preacher 
(Acts IV. 32), whom Paul had chosen (iv. 40) for that teason, 
as well as for hU Greek sympathies, he being Itke Paul a. Roman 
citizen (xvi. 37). He and Timothy, their junior assistant, had 
recently joined Paul at Corinth (xviii. 5). Possibly Silvanns 
penned the letter to Paul's dictation («« 2 Thess. iiL 17 ; ef, 
1 Pet, V, 12). 

p. 14, 1. 3. 'the church . , .' The word ecclesia originally 
had reference to the ■ calling out ' of citiiens of a Giedf city 
from their houses, by the herald's voice summoning them to 
assembly {(/. the Hebrew qShSl, Numb. x. 2 f ). But by this 
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time all associations save that of a free aseemMy of privileged 
pasons had falleo a'way. Heie the special natuie of ibe privi- 
leges in question is hinted by the words 'in God the Father,' 
etc., dblinguishii^ it from the civic 'assembly of the Thes- 
salonians' {cfi. I Cor. i. a). 

p. 14, I. 3. 'grace (be) unto yoa and peace.' Here, as in 
the thanksgiving which follows and the General form of his 
letter dee Introduction, p. 5), Paul adopts the ceagex of his day, 
14, I 8. The Pauline tiil<^y of I Cot. xiil 13, Faith, 



Hope, Love, is already pres< 
p. 14, 1. II. Rather, 'beli 



beloved of God, your election' — con- 
sisting in the fact that the Gospel ' found ' them in a way that 
meant more than human speech, even Divine energy co- 
operating. 

p. 14, 1. 17. ' in much affliction ' : see ii. 14. iii. 4ff- ; 3 Thess. 
i 4. The persecution was at the hands of their neighbours in 
gCTeral (ii. 14), bat mainly as egged on by Jewish calumnies, 
which were the cause of Paul's own danger in Thessalonica 
(ActsxTii.S-9). 

p. 14, 1. 18. ' in Macedonia and Achaia," the two Roman 
provinces into which the bulk of Greece was divided, and 
embracii^ Philippi and Beroea, Athens and Corinth. Even 
outsiders ('they themselves') soon heard of the impression 
produced by the Gospel in Thessalonica. 

p. tj, L 5. The bulk of this church had not even been 
proselytes in any real sense, though Paul had first tried to reach 
the Jews and their adherents (Acts xvii. 4, where, in keeping 
with the aim of Acts to show how the Gospel wu> ever rejected 
ty Judaism, this side of the work is dwelt on). 

p. 15, 1. 6. 'to wait for His Son from Heaven.' Note this 
fatva of hope, which explains some special features in both 
letters (ue jii. 13, iv. 13, v. 1 1 i 2 Thess. i. 7-ii. a), especially 
the general unsettlement which it naturally begot in the less 
steady natures (3 Thess. iiL 6-S, 11 f.). For 'the wrath' here ■ 
meant, la note on z These i. 9 f. J 

p. 15, 1. 15. 'For out exhortation was Rot . . . ' Helfl 
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Pan! begins to refate the insinuation of impure and interested 
motives, whereby his Jewish foes tried to undennine his influence, 
of which ihey were jealous («i Acts xvii. 5). 

p. 15, I. 23- 'we might have been burdensome," etc; by 
standing on the just privilege or ' glory ' {cp. ' honour ' in I Tim. 
V. 17 f.) enjoyed by 'apostles,' of being sapported by those 
among whom they were ministering. See 2 Thess. iii. 8 f. and 
I Cor. ix., where Paul gives his reasons for abstainim; ftom tKa 
apostolic right and rather woiking et a handicraft (vel. C) ; 
cp. Acts XX. 34), in order to ' cut oil ' all pretext for slander or 
robbing him of ' glorying ' in dLsinterestedaess (2 Cor. xi. 10-12, 
xiL 1 1- 18). 

p.l5,L23. 'Apostles of Christ.' Here Paul refers to himselfand 
Silas in particular, both being ' Apostles ' in the wider sense in 
which the word, ///., 'envoys,' 'commissioned ones,' was otigin- 
aUy used (i Cor. xii. 2g ; Eph. it. zo, iii. 5, iv. 11). Thus H 
embraced many besides the Twelve, i.g., Barnabas (Acts xiv, 4, 
14), Junius and Andronicus (Kom. xvi. 7). A qualification 
was vision of the risen Christ, through which the call to be 
primary ' witnesses' was given (1 Cot. ii. I, xv. 7). It is even 
probable that Silas had enjoyed this privilege, and Buoftbas 
also {cp. Gal. ii. t, t^). The clear Eicht now tailing on thit 
wider use of 'apoalle ' is largely due to meDidatiioi ' Teadung 
of the Apostles' (published in 1883 by a Greek ecclesiastic, 
Bryennios), which devotes a special section to 'apostles and 
prophets ' (chap. xL, cp. xiii.), 

p. 16, 1. II. He resumes the thanksgiving begun in i. 9, 
to the effect that the work among them had been stamped »a of 
God, especially in the cheerful endurance of persecution shown 
by these converts, even as by the original * churches of God ' in 

p. 16, 1. 24. 'the wrath is Come upon them ' (unobserved): 
i.e., God's displeasnie manifest in the national life of the Jews, 
whose hardening towards the universal form of their own 
religion was, to Paul's eye, the prelude of the final catastrophe, 
felt to be imminent {sit note on 2 Thess, i. g f.). 
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p. 17, 1. 2. ' Sf.lm hindeted us,' probably thioogh Jewish 
plots. Peihips he had hoped to return by sea to Thessalonica 
after leavinc Beicea (Acts xviL 14 f., where Paul's being con- 
ducted by irieDds 'as fai as Atheris' seems to mean a sudden 
ch&nEc of plan] ; aod be probably reverted to the idea when in 
Atbens, but liad to be content with sending Timothy in his 
stead (!« iii. 1 {.). The parenthesis, ' I, Paul, iiiJeid, both 
once and again,' seems to imply (1) that both Paul and Silas had 
wished to return, but had been hindered (cp. ' we ' in iii, I f.), 
and (2) that in Paul's case this occurred more than once. 

p. 17,1. 16. 'when I could no longer forbear.' Here the 
emphatic ' I also ' of the original (in contrast to iii. l) soggesls, 
not only that Paul was alone when he sent Timothy l»ck lo 
Thessalonica, but also that bis converts had said by messenger 
(and letter) that they 'could not rest' without news of Paul. 
To this Paul replies, 'nor could I' ; c/. ii. 13, 'we alia thank 
God,' etc, I.e., as you do. 

p. 18, I. I. "might perfect that which is lacking in yourfaith.' 
This is the aim of what follows in iv.-v., i,t., (o supplement his 
all too brief instructions, and to re-emphasise some points of 
conduct in view of their past experience. 

p. lE, I. 13. 'what commandments we eave you by the Lord 
Jesus.' He means the Divine rule of life contained in certain 
'charges' or 'oracles' (Zojio), as communicated originally 
through the Lord Jesus; t/. Acts xx. 35, 'ye ought ... to 
remember the words of the Lord Jesus, how he Mmself said, 
"it is more blessed to give than lo receive "' (ot. iv, g (.). 
These had gradually taken compact form in the teachit^ of the 
original Apostles, from whom Paul and Silas would derive them, 
along with the basal facts of Christ's redemptive work (l Cor. 
3CV. l-ll), and so hand them on to their converts. 

p. iS, 1. 15. The occurrence of such rudimentary moral pre- 
cepts, side by side with the most exalted and spiritual religious 
teaching, ceases to surprise when we remember the ethical 
standards under which the bulk of (he converts had been bred. 
Where religion and morality, especially ia sexual matte 
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no necesaai}' connection — or onlf one which fostered the 
here in qaesdon — time wna needed for the new religion to i*^ 
conscience to ideals akin to itself. Where Che ethics of Jui^u 
had not previously been accepted by the converts, as proiiclyt 
oc 'fearers ofGod' (Acts jivii. 4), in contrast to ' Gentiles wW( 
know not God '(v. 5), much depended on actual instmctkl 
And it is to be noted how Paul appeals to distinctively Christil 
principles (,t.g., 6-8) for the truest grounds of the ethi 
enjoined. 

p. iS, I. 27. Mutual love, as compared even with chastil 
was so direct a corollary of ' God's love shed about iu the hea 
by the Holy Spirit ' given to believers, that here all were alremi 
enlightened as to their Christiui duty. Paul had only to uq 
them to let the new spirit have free course, and then point 01 
its more indirect bearings ia daily life, especially in view of d 
exciting idea of Christ's speedy return (vv. II, 12). Ho 
much this was colouring all their thought becomes obvious fra 
what follows, touching their concern about the few of the 
number who had meanlime 'fallen asleep.' 

p. 19, 1. 14. LH-i ' in (a) word of the Lord,' i.e., speafcit 
in the Lord's name. Probably this does not mean actual tead 
ing of Jesofi (there is nothing like ver. 15 in the Gospels), b 
rather corrent Christian teaching on a point not touched by d 
Master, hut on which Jewish Apocalyptic had much to » 
The nearest parallel to what he here cites {cp. I Cor. xv. r. 
PhiL iii. 11) is found in the Didachi, chap. xvi. (quoted in no 
on 2 Thess. i. 7 ff.), wTiere a first resurrection of ' the saint 
alone is assumed. Of this even MatL xxiv. 30 f. says notbini 
To judge from ver. l3,cantrBsted with v. I f. , one may infer th 
this matter had not been dealt with (as part of the oi 
instruction usually given to converts) when Paul was : 
Thessalonica. 

p, 19, 1. 16. 'prevent ' = ' precede' [fntvenirt). 

p. 19, L 27. For thesuddennessoflhe Lord's return, (^. Ltd 
'"'• 3g[. ! s Peter iii. 10; Rev. iii. 3, icvl 15. The thought I

ing to the uniform custom otN.T. epistles (i-/. Tames v. 14, 16, 
19 f. ; Heb. xiiL 17. 34; l Pet. v. I, 5, 14); (z) that such 
leaders were so ai!_^/0 hv voluntary service (/« 1 Cor. xvi. iSf), 
not yel alt /lira. 'For their works sake' they deserve special 
esteem; baton the 'brethren' as a whole ate laid the duties 
spoken of in v. 14. 

p. 31, I. 3. 'Quench not , , , good.' These words have in 
view one and the same thing, the enthusiastic or charismaHt 
prophesying so characteristic of primitive Christianity, in which 
was seen the fieemovings of the Divine Spirit. Paul hints that 
eUhuc is not to compromise this sacred fact visible in their 
midst, but they are to ase theii collective gift of inspired ' diS' 
cemment' (l Cor. xii. 10) Co test what presents itself as 
* prophecy ' (k« I Cor. xii. 8, 10 f., 30, xiii 3, 8, ziv. i, 4 r.,24, 
39-33). I" ' Cor. xiv. 39 ff. we see clearly the possibilities of 
abuse here hinted. In the Duieekl (li. 7 £F.) rules are given 
for detecting false or self-interested ' prophets,' but it is also 
made plain that the Spirit is not to be quenched by a suspicious 
attitude to prophecy as such. 

p. 21, 1. 7- 'wholly' ; i.e., throc^hout your whole being, which 
is then described as involving 'spirit ' (man's receptivity for the 
IHvine: cf. I Cor. ii, 11 ; 3 Cor. viii. i), 'soqI' (the erode 
forces of emotional life, conditioned by sensation : natural 

Kopensions), and 'body' (the material side of man). In 
>m. viii. 35 'the mind' is this 'spirit' considered apart 
from special grace of the Spirit of God, through which alone it 
realises its true function as 'spirit' ; while 'flesh' represents the 
'soal' as determined by the morbid or Emli-divine tendencies 
latent in the body as ' body of sin '(Rom. vi. 6). The idea trf 
the prayer is the complete control of the whole n 
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Spirit, woikii^ outwsrdE fioin the 'spirit,' 05 essentially al«^; 
the Divine (<■/. Acts xvii. aS). " ^ 

p. 21, 1. 13- ' B.n holy ki!^s ' ; called also 'the kiss of iTotv ' 
(iPeter v. 14). It was a sort of nataral sacrament (congeoi^i 
to the habits of antiquity, especially in the East), expressive ^^ 
the brotherly love that was the essence of the Christian spir^ 
{which also fonod vent in the social Agapi, at Ixive-feast), Tc 
long retained a place in Chiistiaji woi^p as ' the kiss of Peace' 
{Pax) at the Communion Service.

p. 22, L 8. 'the charity pove) of every one of you alL' 
This shows how detailed was the news of their state brought to 
Paul since his former letter {lee I Thess. iii. 13, iv. 10). 

p. 22, 1. 17. ' when the Lord Jesus shall be revealed from 
heaven." Here, as in i Thcss. it. 15-17. the thought reflects 
current Jewish Apocalyptic ideas : cp. JJuiaeAi. xvi. S fT., ' Then 
shall the race of men come unto the fiery testing . . . ; but They 
wAo endure in their faith shall be saved by the very curse (i.e., 
tribulation) itself. And then shaW appear the true signs : first. 
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the sign of the outspreading in heaven (perhaps the Son of Man 
with outstrelcbed arms as on the Cross, visible only (o the 
Saints ; c/. the idea in the so-called ' Epistle of Barnabas,' xii. 
4, 7, and [he Sibylline Oradts, viii. 302) ; next the sign of the 
trnmpec's voice ; and third, a resorrection of the dead — yet not 
of all, kit as was said, ' The Lord shall come and all His saints 
with Hitn.' Then shall the world see the l.ord coming upon the 
clouds of heaven ' {cp. Dan. vii. 13 ; Malt, isiv, 30 f. ). 

p. 33, I. 2. 'everlasting destruction : ' lit. ' age-long,' the 
context limiting the 'age' in question to Christ's personal 
Messianic reign on earth with His saints prior to 'the end, when 
He shall have delivered up the kingdom to God, even the 
Father ' {ste i Cor. %\. 23-zSl This penal loss of the temporal 
Messianic kingdom {c/>. Rev. xk. z-6) corresponds to ' the 
wrath' in I Thess, i. to {cp_. a. 16), from which believers are 
rescued by Jesns, on condition of remaining faithful (2 Thess. 

p. 33, 1. 15. * by the coming,' lit. ' the presence ' of Christ in 
glory just described, with the ' gathering tt^elher unto Him ; ' 
h, HatL xxiv. 31, and Didaehi, ix. 4, i. 5, ' Let Thy Church 
be gathered tc^ether from the ends of the earth inlo Thy king- 
dom.' Paul begi them 'for the sake of this great hope, to keep 
calm in thought anil conduct, in spite of exciting rumours that 
it was as good as ' upon them.' "These came either in the form 
(rf prophetic announcement (as through a revealing 'spirit'} 
itt I Cor. xiv. 32, ' (he spirits of the prophets,' and cp. I Thess. 
V. 19-31), or of reasoned discourse, or of appeal to a real or 
supposed letter of Paul himself. In the one case a mistaken 
reading of 1 Thess. v. I If. would be meant ; in the other, some 
letter fathered on the Apostle {_set iii. 17). 

p. 23, 1. 21. Rather ' /ii( falling away, ' of which he had spoken 
to them, that final apostasy of current Judaism from God and 
His ways, which Paul felt to he in progress (see I Thess. ii. 
IS f.). This would supply the condition forthe other element in 
the final manifestation of the forces of evil, the hour of blackness 
before the dawn, of which Jewbb Apocalyptic had long dreamt 
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(and which received some Eupport, as regards the apoat^^ 
national Judaism, from certain words of Christ Hiinself> , \ 
the appeaiance of a person of supreme God-deffing inso/oa 
afier the model of Antiochus Epiphanes, as depicted iti Dan. : 
36, His double title, 'the man of sin 'jot 'lawlessness'), 't 
son of perdition,' maf go back to Fs. Ixxxix. 22, * the son 
wickedness.' The idea had lecentl]' been revivified by the ni 
project of the Emperoi Calus Caligula, who, in A.D. 40, actu 
issued orders for his statue to be placed within the Jewj 
Temple. Through the wise supineness of his representative 
Jud^ this had come to nothing ; but Paul believed that in I 
final outbreak of evil, soon to happen, it would yet come abo 
Meantime, the full issae of this 'mystery of lawlessness' 11 
temporarily hindered by 'what wlthholdeth' (the Koman systl 
of law and order, as distinct from an ini^vidual Empera 
caprice), or by him 'who now letteth' ('withholdeth,' ^1 
the existing Emperor Claudius, a law-abiding ruler). Vet at a 
time an emperor of another type might succeed, as in lad n 
the case with the yoathfiil Neto, who ruled from A.D, 54-! 
and became Co the Church the very model of anti-Christ. 'T 
wiclted one" would be so in league, as it were, with Satan, d 
supernatural power would accompany him, making him a 9 
□r caricature of Jesus Himself, and so more apt to deceive tbi 
who had refused the trne Christ (w. g-iz). In no case is a

p. 25, 1- I. ' that the word of the Lord may have free coun

Sosthenes must have been a leaxling Corinthiui, 
Was he the archi^ytiagogus of Acts xviii. 17 turned Christian, 
like his late colleague Criipus? 

p. 37, 1. 5. ' with all," etc, going closely with * taJled (as) 
Hunts,' and meant to remind the reaiders of their solidarity with 
the whole Ecclesia of God and its usages {fp. iv. 17, viL "* 
». 16, nil'. 33). 

p. 27, 1. 6. 'our Lord Jesus Christ,' so again ajid again in 
a-io, enforcing the thought of the one Lord, in contrast to His 
■errants. 

p. 27, 1. 19 ff. At the start he thanks God for their special gifts 
of grace \charistttai<i), the abuse of which is corrected in chaps. 

p. aS, I. 5. See Introduction, p. xvii, 

p. 38, 1. 16. Paal probably baptized these two as typical of 
the Jewish and Roman elements in the Church, Stephanas and 
his dependants being simply 'the first fruits of Achaia' {xvi 
15). AsGaius wasa personal name {pmnetaeti), and Titius the 
name of a house at gens — while Justus might be a proselyte ^ya- 
Ka.mK{eegnfiMttiy — this Gains may well Ire the notable convert 
of Acts xviiL 7 (named along with Crispus), in whose house Paul 
preached on leaving the syl^agogue {cp. Rom. xvi. 23). 

p. a8, I. 25. 'the power of God. This, not the magic of 1 
Svords and ideas, was the mark of Paul's Gospel {cp. iv. ~ ' 
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Compare the old Greet antithesis between ' deed ' or reality and 
niere 'word.' Of the latter the Greek 'wise rain 'and the Jewish 
' scribe ' were the current types, eich a ' dispnter ' and little else, 
and each made to look foolish through the moral change 
effected by the sitnple appeal of the Craciiied to men of ul 
sorts,eventhedespisedanddespairedof(^/. vv. 27f,), TheCross 
scandalised the scribe fay its 'shame,' and seemed ridiculous to 
the Greek ; but it saved men. Thus God's seeming ' weakness ' 
and ' foolishness ' outdid ia practice the chosen methods of men, 
' that no flesh should glory in God's presence.' Christ, indeed, 
embodied God's 'wisdom,' so different from man's, and met all 
human need — righteousness, sanctification, and final redemption 
(includtng the body, Rom. viii. 23). 

p. 30, 1. II. 'a mystery. ' Though he began by declaring the 
Gospel on its simplest and most practical side, it was not because 
it did not contain implicitly aspects of truth analt^oos to the 
inner secrets of the pagan cults called ' Mysteries.' TboK 
initiated were called ' adepts ' (/e/eui), a special meaning of the 
term rendered 'perfect' or mature (the opposite of immature 
'babes,' ir/. iii. 1, liv. 20). Much of Paul's epistles consists of 
the unveiling of the deeper aspects of the Gospel to Christians 
as already partly initialed. The idea is further carried out in 
what follows. 

p. 30, I. 13. 'the princes (/iV. rulers) of this world' (age), 
not here in the sense of angelic powers behind (he human actors 
(see Rom. viii. 38 ; Ephes. vi. 12), but the authorities of the i^y, 
represented by Caiaphas and the Sanhedrin, and by Pilate, who 
failed to read the secret of Him whom they brought to the 
Cross. But it has been ' revealed ' to faith by the Spirit, that 
Divine hUrnphant or instructor in ' the deep things of God.' 
The quotation in ver. 9 is not directly from the O.T. (e.g., Iss, 
Izlv. 4), bat rather from some apocryphal writing, since it 
reappears with different wording in early Christian writen out- 
side the N.T. 

p. 31, I. I. 'Combining (wedding) spiritual words with 
spiritoal truths ' ; ■,<., the form, in its plain directness, as well 
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as the aabstance of his leaching, was prompted by the Spirit. 
In the noil verse he passes to another correlation, the truth and 
its hearers. As a man is, so he sees, viz., in the light of his will 
or self, as detetmined by natural propensities ( — animal soul, 
psyehi) or by his higher nature as touched to kindred issues by 
the Spirit of God. In the one case he is psythical (here 
'natural'); in the other spiritual. Set 1 Thess. v. 23 for this 
psychology. These distinctions aie, like the genius of the 
N.T., moral rather than metaphysical, turning on man's 
use of conscience, the organ of sensitiveness to the Divine. 
'The mind of Christ' may be shared by the simplest, and 
missed by the most cultured in a worldly sense {^. Matt. xi. 
as ff.). 

E. 31, 1. la Paul replies to Ihose who pitted ApoUos' more 
tie way of putting things, probably like a Christian Philo {on 
Platonic lines), against the ludimentary leaching and plain 

Sech (i-/. 2 Cor. X. loj^ which he had founded the Corinthian 
urch. Me says, in eflect, that it was not that he had no 
'insight' {gnosis, cp. viii. 10 f., xii. 8, xiii. 2) to impart, but 
that they were not at that time ready for it, being mere new- 
bom ' babes in Christ ' and not yet spiritual. It was right for 
ApoUos, coming later, to give them stranger food ; and he 
rejoiced that ApoUos had watered where he had planted. Eut, 
even so, their present temper showed spiritual immaturity, the 
selfhood of unformed characters. There was too much common 
' human nature ' yet about their ways (ver. 3). True spirituality 
would have led them to dwell upon God as in and behind His 
i^enls, the supreme ' worker.' 

p. 31, 1. z8. Let them think ever of the one foondotion on 
which all alike stand. Then let each who tries to build up the 
Church thereon, take heed to the materials he puts into the 
fabric; for on that depends the measure of his reward as a 
fellow-worker with God, though actual safely depends not on 
this, but on being oneself founded on Christ. It was a grave 
matter to work on God's very shrine, His people. 

p. 32, 1, 20. If a man fancies himself 'wise' according 
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current notions, let him beware; such ' wisdom ' has shut the 
eyesof many lo Christ altogether. To have Chrbt is virtually 
to have all things. 

P- 33, 1. 4- As ' stewards of God's mysteries,' it is (o God's 
final award, and <o that alone, that he and Apollos have to 

P- 33> '■ '7- Let them leam to observe the rule, ' Not a step 
beyond Holy Writ ' — citing a Rabbinic maxim. It is not theirs 
to * sum op God's stewards. 

P' 33i !■ '9- To appreciate one beyond another, ia no cause (or 
pride. Insight, like any other good, is of God's giving (James i. 
17); hence Christian humility. 

?■ 33i '■ '3' 'Already, tojudge from your tone (in your letter), 
ye are seated in Messianic triumph. Would God ye were I (or 
then we poor aposiles would be sharing that triumph. Bat as 
it is, methinks, our lot is rather like that of the doomed, 
marching at the tail of the procession Co the arena, where 
exposure, blows, and every indignity await the offscourings of 
Eodety, condemned Co be scapegoats for those more hapfnly 
placed. What a contrast between your lot and ours ! ' 

p. 34, 1. 10. He curbs in his terrible irony, lest he cut too 
deeply, and pa^es at once, as so often, to deep tenderness. 
His concern for them is Chat of a father, which none of their 
subsequent tutors (»s Gal. ill. 34) can ever be. As such he 
b^s them to follow his ways. 

p. 34, I> 37. Not 'commonly' but 'actually,' The woman 
was no doubt the man's (heathen) step^mother; and w. z, 6, 
prove that the Church was inclined to pique itself on its enlight- 
eiuaent in condoning the act on [hisgrounil, even where heathen 
sentiment took the other view. 

P- 35, '' '^ Some infer that Paul wrote about Passover (a.D. 
SS) i but the tense ia ' let us keep the feast,' points rather to 
life-long habit, 

p. 3S, i. 25. Rather, ' But, as it k, I wrote ' (efi. 
Introduction, p. xvi.). 

p. 36, I. 5> For the Church itself as the one court for ils 
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members, c/. Matt, xviii. 17 ff. ; Didachi, iv. 3, 14, i 

3, where the penalty of the 'moral boycott' is eDJomedj 1 
2 Thess. iii. 14. 

p. 36, 1. 13. * Do ye set them to judge that are of no account 
in the Church* (i.e., "the unrighteous '^of ver. 1). 

p. 37, 1. I. A glimpse of Iherevolution wroughtamidasociety 
so detased as is here implied. It was in the crucial act of 
baptism (as on the mission-held to-day) that they had 'washed 
themselves clean ' (middle voice) of such deGIemeots. 

p. 37> !• 4. 'all things are lawful unto me ' ; nodoobtan echo 
of the maxim by which some defended lax living. Perhaps it 
was even a phrase caught from Paul's own lips in another con- 
neiioD. At anyrate he supplies its correlative, the limit set by 
spiritual freedom and the thought of union with a holy Christ as 
Head. 

p, 37, I, 26. The letter now follows a course set by the 
Corinthian letter of inquiry, in which sexual problems (in view 
of heathen laxity, Acts xv. 20) naturally playeda large ^rl, one 
conditioned too in some degree, as we see from vn. 26 f., 
39 fT, by the feeling that the end of the present order was at 
hand. This must be borne in mitid in judging of Paul's doctrine 
of ' virginity.' 

p. 38, I. 9. 'Fasting,' as in many cases in the N.T., is a 

p- 3S, 1. 14. He recognises differing natural aptitudes foi 
celibacy ; a mark of Paul's calm judgment. 

p. 38, 1. 2a He draws a line between obligation as defined 
hj (he Lord's word (Matt. v. 31 f., xix. 6fF.), and bis own judg- 
ment as to expediency (w, 6, 8, iz, 25, 35, 4°)- 

p. 39, 1. I. The family is conceived as a moral unit, taking its 
character from ttie member of puperior status (here religious) ; 
and the evils of separation, on the Christian's part, outweigh 
possible good, sociidly and in general. 

p.39,L 18. The general principle of preserving ihei/fliuj^BO 
(<:/. 24) during the brief period ere the Lord's Return usher in 
a new era, shapes all Paul's social views, even as to slavery. 
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where he fell that true fteedoai was ' in the Lord, ' ' Nay, even 
■fi' etc. Relation to msn was secondu'y, 
_ p. 40, 1. I. ' The present distress ' means the brief but trying 
time just before the end of the present reign of sic, whic£ 
made it seem best to keep free fioni ail needless distractioni. 
Paul wishes to make fidelity as easy for his converts as may be; 
cfi. 1. 7, 'but I srareyou.' 

p. 40, I. 9 ff. The Parousia hope colours the whole of 
life.

though the feast was in the precincts of a temple (lo), saying, 
' O, we all have insight' (^mmr), i.e., to distinguish the food 
itself from its &lse use. Paul replies, 'Take caie ; there is 
gnesis 3.nAgtiaji!.' Applied apart from loi'e, ignoring effects on 
others, it harms both parties. You say rightly enough, ' An idol 
is notbing in reality, for their is only one God.' True, in a 
sense ; yet it is not true that all Christians, even, have this 
insight. Some cannot away with the old associations ; and Ihetr 
conscience suffers. Why, then, insist on a risky freedom 7 At 
the best it has no value in God's sight ; at (he worst you may 
cause a brother to stumble, and so sin against Christ.' 

p. 42, 1, igff. Thesubjectremainsthesame, namely, self-denial 
in things allowable to oneself, as we see from the return to 
'idolatry' in x. 14. Bat Paul meets thepersonal challenge, that 
be is asking others to give up what made no appeal to him 
through olcT social ties, by showing that he obeyed the law of 
considerate love in other things which did apply to him. He 
had privileges, especially as sn Apostle, which be gladly forewent 
to avoid suspicion or disarm prejudice. This was his answer to 
those cross-questioning him, probablyinthe letter he has in mind 
'1 these chapters. There was, in fact, a kind of 'eating and 
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he himself, unlike 'the rest of the Apostles, and the brethreoof 
the Lord, and even Cephas,' had no wife al his side. Why did he 
and Barnabas (as the Jtidaizingintertopeis seem to have reported) 
alone forego this right? Not, as his critics suggested, because 
they knew how dubious their apostolic claim was ; but because 
Ibey wished to anticipate all insinuation of sordid motives. Nor 
will he have it otherwise in the future, though Ihe Judsizing

while denyine it to him who 'planted' that 'vineyard' (cfi. 
I Thess. ii. 7). It was only in such voluntary self-denial that 
the kind of 'glorying' admissible under Ihe Gospel lay (15 IT.); 
all else was sheer duty, nay, moral compulsion. Free, then, as 
regards claims from any, he put himself in bonds in his dealings 
with all, simply for their good ; he adapted himself to all sorts 
and conditions of men, so far as this made him Ihe truer partner 
of the Gospel (24, cf. Phil. i. 7). It was by self-denial that 
the athlete excelled ; so with Che heavenly wreath of victory. 
It was worth while keeping the body under for this, 

p. 45, I. iff. Letlhem lake a lesson from thefailureofancient 
Israel after deliverance from the land of bondage j for they fell 
into a new bondage to lust and idolatry in the wilderness. Our 
ease is analc^ous 10 theirs. Let us not 'tempt the Lord,' Let 
-ui not murmur against restrictions, and go to ruin — with these 
types staring us in the face. The path is slippery, but not more 
so than man can cope with by Divine grace. 

p. 46, I. I S. Let them, then, shun idolatry in every shape, 
having in mind Ihe sacred privilege of 'the table of the Lord,' 
which will not brook a rival. True, ' All things are allowable ' ; 
twt only provided they be expedient, helpful, considerate. Yet 
scruple is not to go too far (IJ fF.). 

p. 47, 1. 15 ff. Fresh points had cropped up since he was with 
them. The fiia refers to social propriety, particularly on current 
standards. 

p. 47, i. 33. The Spirit's action was not amenable to human 
rule*} so, 'prophesying,' in address either to man or to God 
(' praying'), is not forbidden to women, even in public worshipA 1 
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But more self-moved speech is forbidden (xiv, 34 ; /]rt. i Tim. ii. 
1 2), in spite of Gal. iii. aS. 

p. 48, 1. ;. The veil, the maik of dependence on man, should 
be wont, since angelic spectators are Ibnuing impressions from 
what they see (c/. I Peter i. 12). 

p. 48, 1. 16. Fatll leels tha.t some may be unconvinced in spite 
of his arguments ; and so appeals to the wider public opinion of 
' the Churches of God.' 

p. 48, L 18 ff. Moie than one abuse in their Church meetingt 
occupies his mind ; but he takes the gravest first, viz'., the 
sectional spirit seen even in the Lord's Supper ; and then he 
postpones the minor matters to hia coming visit (34). 

p. 48, 1. 26. ' It is not possible 10 eat a Lord's Supper,' for 
brotherly love is absent. Some ie,g,, those able to conttibate 
most to what should have been treated as the common provision) 
seize on what they want, before humbler bretbien can get any- 
thing {ste ver. 33}. Thus there is no fellowship (Aiiiwifia), but 
rather selfishness and even excess on the one part, and mortifica- 
tion on the other: It was no ' Love-feast ' {Agai^, Jude 12), as 
it was sometimes called with reference to a phase of it. It 
brought out no unity, but rather the want of it. So to eat, was 
to eat' unworthily '(27> 

p. 49,1. 9fF. Certam variations between the text of the A.V. and 
R. V. , as well as between Paul's account and that of the Synoptista, 
require attention! 

p. 49, 11 21. The 'damnation' (rather 'judgment ') meant is 
temporal (30}. 

p. 50, 1- 4> The highly spontaneous, at times even ecstatic, 
spiritual phenomena of early Church life, presented delicate 

Eroblems (cfi. I Thess. v, 19 ff,, iiort). In the case of those 
itely heathen, these were enhanced by the novelty of the very 
type of religion in question. To them the Spirit of God at work 
in the soul was a new conception ; they had no principles 1^ 
which to distinguish the genuine and the spurious, the ' mind of 
Christ 'and crude fancy, in utterances seemingly ' b the Spirit.'

Thus 'Jesusis Anathema' was no Spirit- prom pled word. They 
must test the utterances objectivel7, by their spiritual content, 
. and not hy their mere outward conditions, such as ecstasy — the 
heathen notion of (he inspired state. 

p. 50, 1. II. As to the forms of spiritual gin (i:jiim)na/ii), the 
guiding principles are: (1) all have oneand the same source— the 
Spirit ; (z) the value of each is fixed by its relation to the 
common good (7, 11 f.,xiv. 12). Profit to corporate life, not 
display, is ihe end of all. 

p. 51, 1. I. ' Christ ' is here used mystically to include Jesus 
Christ and His people, as in the allegory of the vine irv John 
IV. ; ep. Ephes. i. 23 ; Heb. iil. 14, To this unity, ideal, yet in 
principle real, corresponds the ' one Spirit ' animating all and 
m wl'i'''g them one body(f/), Phil. i. 27, li. 1). For the metaphor

rhua Paul counteracts the Greelc te . 

p, 53, L 4. A classic passage for the idea of Christian 
ministry, as based on special Divine gifts and the call to service 
going along with them. The first three functions were not con- 
nected with ofSce in the local church, but were exereised like 
the prophetic fiinction in the O.T., of which they were 
specialised N.T. forms (I Thess. ii. 7, nott\. The germs of local 
ministry lay in the gifts of ' aid ' and ' guidance : ' only what 
later became the leading aspect of ' the ministry ' comes second 
to what seems to have tSen mote characteristic of the primitive 
brotherhoods {cf, xvl 15). For 'aid' is the root of 'ministry' 
proper; 'guidance,' as by the steersman, of presidency and 
oversight. 

p. 52, 1. 19. A verse illustrating the two senses of 'charity.' 
Paul's great exposition of Evaneelic Love is finely analysed in 
Henry Dtummond's Grtaiest TAine in tie iVorld. 

p. 53, 1. 10. ' in a mirror, darkly, HI., ' in an enigma.' There 
is something balilingly obscure in the reflections of reality which 
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reach ub in out pteaent sense-bound state. As partial, they lack 
perspective. But ' bith, hope, love' aie constant; and of these 
love, as moat Inclusive, is the greatest. 

p. S3, 1. 1 S- Of special gifts Paul ranks ' prophecy ' highest, 
because, unlike 'tongues,' i.i., Ihe ecstatic or inarticulate utter- 
ance so papular at Coiintb, it enlightened the mind, and so had 
ethical ^ue for the speaker and the Church. GUssolalia had 
simply an emotional value (beyond its bare witness to the mov- 
ing of a superhuman force in their midst), and that mainly for 
the individual souL Kindred phenomena have emerged at 
times of special religious revival all down the ages. 

p. 54, I, 25. Suppose any person break forth into inarticulate 
blessing of God, at the prompting of an overmastering impulse, 
to which rein is given without wish or effort to make clear the 
idea Ijehind, the average ' nngifled ' man (vv. 23 f.) cannot share 
with his ' Amen,' being ignorant of what is meant ; and so the 
act of worship is not social at all. 

p. 55, 1. 18. 'Prophecy' meant penetrating insight, layii^ bare 
the deep things of the heart. 

p. 55. 1. 24. The idea of primitive Church meetings was mutual 
benefit (v. 31) ; but to such an end order was essential, and so 
some control over the spontaneity of the 'spirits' (the specialised 
energies of the Spirit, v. 32). Paul places responsibility for this 
on the prophets themselves, who are to check the expression of 
what was within, until another has delivered his message. Bnt 
order, not repression, is his aim. Abusus nan tollit tistna 
(w. 39 f.). 

p. jC, I> 2S- "^'^ Apostle restates certain ' fundamentals ' (' first 
of all,' V. 3) of his Gospel, in view of a tendency at Corinth to 
deny all resurrection out of death {see v. 12), and this in an 
absolute sense ('are perished,' v. iS). This would spring from 
Stoic monism rather than Platonic dualism. Paul first reaffirms 
the plain fact that Christ was seen after death by the primaiy 
witnesses ; then brings out the oneness in principle between His 
resariection and that expected by Christians ; and finally 
ei/j/amslhat the idea of 'body' is not b, ^-le* o&t," ■ ' - 
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a( various foims. Thus its cruder aspects (which gave trouble 
to thouehtful Greeks] , * flesh und blood ' as known to us, are not 
inclnded in iticormptible body {v. 50]. We have, indeed, no 
means of fully conceiving the nature of 'body,' when so 
mastered by 'spirit' as to l« its 'spiritual' organ (v, 44 ff.); but 
there are some analogies for (he variability of body here im- 
plied. And, with these to help thought, the witness to the 
objective reality of Christ's risen body warrants the belief, 

P- S7< '- 5- "^^li^ 'iiit of appearances is at once our earliest 
and most explicit witness to the Resarrection, being what Paul 
had received as (he oKcial accotmt {w, 3, 11), given in chrono- 
logical sequence. ' All the Apostles ' in v. 7 is a larger circle 
than 'the Twelve' (v. 5}, includioE all present at Ihe final 
Commission (Luke xxiv. 4S f. ; Acts i. 6-8). 

p, 57, 1. 12. Paul felt himself one ' born under unusual con- 
ditions,' in a sense ' the least of the Apostles,' because of his 
initial hostility. 

p. 57, I. 35. If the apostolic witness that God had raised 
Christ, and so accepted His sacriSce for men, were delusion, 
then the forgiveness resting on it was the same. 

p. 58, I. 5. ' most miserable, because must deluded ' ; set iv. 
9.13 i 2 Cor. iv. S ff., vi. 4 ff,, xi. 23 ff. 

p. 5S, 1. It. For this forecast and its sources, su note on I 
Thess. iv, IJ ff. Paul does not spedly the lei^th of Christ's 
reign on earth. 

p. 58, 1, ^4. ' All our altitude as Christians implies resarrec- 
tion. Else what means the practice of those who are liaptized 
an behalf of believing friends who have died before receiving 
baptism ? Or why do we ourselves daily risk our lives at the 
hands of foes as unsparing as wild beasts ? Such doubt comes 
from no wholesome moral source, where exists a true idea of God.' 

p. 59, 1, 6. Paul here meets a perplexity of those inclined to 
believe in a resurrection, as teaching its bodily mode, A some- 
thing remains unaffected by the general dissolution of our 
bodies, and forms the germ of a freA and emancipated bodily 
life (cf. 3 Cor. V. 1-4I. Our present body corresponds to (but 
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Js not homt^eneous wiih) its animating principle {fsychf) and 
Jts immediate environment (earth), and so is 'psychical' and 
^itlily' ; ou( future body will correspond to its vitalising 
principle (^amo) and environment (heaven), and be 'spiritual 
*nd ' heavenly.' Christ is the (irstfruils of this rise in the scnlc 
"^f bdng (v, 46); it is His 'image' that Christians shall 

p. 60, 1. 12. Here he opens up the 'mystery' outlined in p. jS, 
1. II, in keeping with I Thess. iv. 15 fT. 

p. 60, I. Z6. Doubts about future destiny were unsettlii^ 
Their removal promotes steadfast and fmtflil living; for 
Christian toil is not 'in vain.' 

p. 61, L 7- Kender, ' them will I send with letters,' wbicb 
gives due contrast to 1. S. 

p. 61, 1. 17. Things were working up to the outburst of Acts 

p. 61, 1, 19. Timothy's primary destination was Macedonia, 
whither he and Ers^tus (and others) had been sent (Acts xix. 
ai), probably on collection bosincfs. 

p. 61, 1. 3. For the informal way in which a ministry is here 
taking shape, tct notes on xii. 2S and I Thess. v. is. The three 
men named in w, 17 f. are evidently leaders in the Church, for 
whom, and for men like them, Paul claims recognition, A 
r^ular ministry (as in Phil. i. l) hardly yet exists. 

p. 63, 1. II. For such 'house churches,' household eroapings 
of the brethren, cp. kom. xvi. 5 ; Philem. 2. In Colos. iv. 15 
one such is named alongside ' the brethren ' at Laodicea as a 

p. 62, L 15. In adding his final salutation in his own hand 
(as usual, 3 Thesa. iii, 17), Fad strives to deepen the sense of 
sacred responsibilily with which his letter is 10 be read, by 
lemindxi^ of the Lord's Return, perhaps so near 1 ' Maran-atha' 
IB an exclamation, 'Lord, come 1' as mDidachi, xi. 6, the best 
parallel : ' Let grace come, and let this world puss away, 
Hosannato the God of David. If any is a "saint" (Christian), 
let him come ; if any is not, let him repent. Maran-atha.

SECOND CORINTHIANS 

p. 63, 1, 6ff, PaursclosingdaysinEphesus were full of deadly 
peril (v. 8 ; Acts xix. 23 ff. ; ep. Kom. svi. 4I, while in 
Macedonia there were 'fightings without' (vii. 5). He had 
thus learned deep lessons of iiie and death (w. 9 f.), which were 
also for others' comfort (v, 6 f.). 

p. 64, 1. II. He feels sttong in that his behavioui ('con- 
versation ') brings no shame to his soul, a fact home out hv 
their having so Tat received and acltnowledged the force of his 
letters, bitter as some of their tnitlis have been. He hints, 
however, by the words 'in part,' that their recognition of 
himself still left something to desire {cf. chaps. x.-xiii., dealing 
with the toleration of his rivals). Nor is his conGdence 
towards them a new thing (v, 15), tbongh quite recently he had 
been hindered from showing it, and indeed had had to change 
his plans ; yet this was doe (o no fickleness (as his foes urge), 
bat to their common good (i. 13, il. 1-3). His speech was as 
sincere from first to last as God Himself, or as God's Son, 
whom he had preached among them with God's maniTest ' seal ' 
of the Spirit on him and them. 

p, 65, 1. 15. This implies a former saJ visit (not Acts xviii, ; I 
cf. xiii. l), just as 1. 2t implies a letter other than I Cor, I 
(0». vii. 8). • 

p, 65, L 25. Rather ' hath grieved not (ont^) me, but in part 
(not to overdo it) all of you.' He will not overstate the degree 
to which they felt grief at the conduct of a certain offender, 
dbtinct probably from (be incestuous man of I Cor. v. {see 
Introduction, p. xx.). Some Ihinit he had insulted Psal, whether 
* * or in his absence by slander («i "' - -■ 
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cleorii^ themselves from seeming complicity) was the case of 
wrong done by one of their number to someone ; and the lone 
here iivours the idea that Paul himself whs the victim of the 
wrong, perhaps a gross slur upon his character. Others think 
the third person points rather to Timothy as the one wronged, 
and the Apostle only through him. 

p, 75. 1- 3. He'infonns them of the liberality of the Chnrches 
of the lister province, to stir them np to even gceater zeal for the 
Collection, which he hopes will go tar to convince the Jemsalem 
Church of the loyal love of his Gentile Churches {i^. 'ix. la f.). 

P' 75> '' 9' One of those passages is which strength of emotion 
disturbs the grammm — as natural in a real letter: 'of their own 
accord, begging of us with much entreaty (they pressed on ns) 
the grace Cgifl:) and the fello wship in the succour to the Saioti 
— and not just as we had eipecled, but themselves they gave 

P' 75i 1- 27. * A year ago,' The Corinthians had 'already 
made a stiut ' with the Collection individually, and that willingly, 
on receipt of I Cor, (r« ivi. I ff.)i so that when Titus arrived 
with the severe letter, he was able to do something towards 
furthering it (v. 6]. The beginnings, then, of the Corinthian 
Collection went back beyond the year in which Paul was writing 
(early in winter]) for the 'Macedonian' year began about 
October i (c/. ix. 2). 

p. 76, 1. 15. 'he went forth,' i.e., he started before 2 Cor,, 
along with one whose services in the Gospel were universally 
known, perhaps Luke, as is sn^ested by the cole of certain 
later MSS, appended to our Emstle. But the Epistle itself was 
carried by the brother alluded to in v. 22 (where 'with them' 
denotes only association with them in a like mission) 1 hence the 
reference in xii. 18 to the two former (only) as already in 
Corinth. 

p. 76, I. 25. This friend of Paul and Timothy was perhaps 

Trophiious the Ephesian (Acts ^xL 29), who may weU have 

sbowa himself trusty duriTiB liieu \oo% and Biirring stay at 

■^phesas, and who was one oT tVie ' meHfioof^^ o'i \Ve Owa^ona' 
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(in the Collection) named in Acts xx. 4 ^ 
Corinth. 

P' 77> 1- 19' '■'■! if the callection was already awaiting Paul, 
its amount could not be put down to undue pressure or 'extor- 
tion' on his part (cfi. xii. l6-l8). 

p. 7S, 1, 18. Paul now turns pointedly, in his own person, to 
deal a final blow at the influence of the Judaizing interlopers, 
which he felt mnst be destroyed, or troable might recur at 
Corinth. He quotes certain of their taunts, e.g., that -when face 



have to show boldness against certain parties, who reckon us to 
walk after the flesh, selfishly. Against such suimisings, so alien 
to Christ's mind, our God-given weapons will prove mighty, if 
we have occasion to use them, and if your obedience as a Church 
is complete.' 

p. 79, L 18. Ironical reference to the courageous self-corn- 
mGndalion and mutual admiration of interlopers in another man's 
province (measuring-rod). His hope is only to ' be magnified ' in 
those of his own province, and that to overflowing, so as to 
extend even beyond to virgin soil — not to other men's prepared 
ground. 

p, 80, I. 8. Deprecatingly he proceeds to use the folly of 
raillery, in his leal for their safety. ' It is a fine tolemnce you 
exhibit, when you listen to men professing to bring you another 
and superior "Jesus," " Spirit," " Gospel." No doubt they are 
" snperlQtive apostles ; " but I reckon myself not a whit bdiind 
tbem. For, after all, no one has shown me lacking in " know- 
ledge" itHosis). Or have I made myself too cheap in sparing 
you the duty of my support, not being sure of my standing, as 
they allege?' 

p. 81, 1. 9. Some of the would-be apostles had followed his 
example, to gain like credit for disinterestedness. 

p. Si, I, 17. Nay, let me play the part of 'fool' a little 
farther. Ibis time in the form of boasting. You put up with 
fools in general, in your serene wisdom, even when th^ lake

of insult, I mean, in saying tlia.t we (your Apostle) have played 
^ weakling's pait ' (as compared with themselves). If it comes 
to such bc^Ung, I can play that game, foolish as it is. 

p. 82, 1. 5- It was the custom in synagogal fit^gings to omit 
the fortieth stroke, so as not to err on the wrong side. The 
' beatings with tods ' were at the hands at local authotities of a 
Roman t^pe, e^., at Philippi, perhaps also at Iconiuln ( Acts dt. 
5, cfi. xii). 50). Such things show anything but feebleness. 
* Is it feebleness, too, to share the experience, as it were, of 
every weat brother in my many Charches? Another such 
feebleness of mine, was the occasion when I escaped my foes h) 
Damascus only by being lowered over the walls in a basket.' 

p. Ss, 1. 28. Boast one must, it seems. It ii inexpedient ; yet 
let us take visions and revelations of the Lord. 

p. 83, I, I. Panl states bis own eiperience as modestly as 
possible. The date would be about A.D. 43, the place perhaps 
Antioch {ef. GaL ii. 2). He implies Chat Paradise, the garden 
of God (forfeited in Adam, restored in Christ), was in ' the third 
heaven' (out of seven, according to some Jewish writings); but 
he conceives it 5[»ritually, as a place of more immediate revela- 
tion («l. Luke xxiiL 43 ; Rev. 11. 7). 

p. 83, L 17, The 'stake for Ihe flesh' was probably some 
nervous malady connected with the exceptional eipcriences of 
this period of Paul's life, humiUating to himself and in the ejei 
of beholders (Gal. iv. 13 f.). 

p. 84, 1' 2. His claim to a mandate from Christ was contested 
by ' the superlative apostles,' as he caOs the Judaiting interlopeit 
(g>. xi. S) ! and he appeals finally (o the signs of Divine power 
accompanying him (fj). xii. 9, xiv. 18, and Acts passim). The 
only mark lacking was insistence on his personal support ; nor 
will he alter this, his rule, even on what will be his third visit 

p, 84, I. 13. ' If I love you more abundantly, am 1 loved the 
less ? ' He then echoes a supposed reply, suggested by his tra- 
ducers, viz., that he was clever enough to use others to do his 
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selfish vork for him ; a.nd asks, Is (here any sign of this in Titos 
and the brother whom I have sent ahead ? Have thcf extorted 
money fo( their support, any mote than IP ' AIL this time are 
yon thinking that we are on our defence to yon?' No; hli one 
object is to clear away beforehand all possible grounds of 
eEtrangemenl between them and him, especially any traces of the 
old factious spirit among themselves, and of the sensuality he 
had deplored. 

p. 85, 1. 6. His third visit will be decisive, like a. third witness 
m a case. He repeats what he had said in substance on his second 
visit, relative to those who had sinned and had not (even yet) 
shown penitence (cfi. xii. ii), vii., that he woold put forth bis 
full power, no longer holding back with ' the meekness and 
gentleness of Christ,' as on that visit, so misconstrued by some 
{cfi. X. I S.). But he begs them rather to put themselves to the 
' !sl, and set themselves right with the truth, whatever cornea of
